Gen. Butler ‘Tells the President 

Aboat Spaniards and Cubans,

* WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Maj.-Gen. 
M. C. Butler had another conference 
with the President today concerning 
affairs in Cuba. In an interview he 
said: “Since the American commis- 
sioners have been in Havana, about 
20,000 soldiers have been sent back to 
Spain.

It was re- 
called by army officials that the regu- 
lar army of 25,000 men had never peen 
up to its limit of enlisted strength, 
and that the army of 62,000 men under 
the Hull bill lacked 10,000 of complete 
enlistment. 

Secretary Alger refused 
whether he would ask for more pay 
for enlisted men, but it is asserted un- 
hesitatingly that it will be impossible 
to secure the enlistment of 75,000 men 
unless there be a greater pay than $13 
a month for each man. An increase 
of pay for privates in the service will 
be one of the almost certain develop- 
ments of legislation for army reorgani- 
zation, the argument being based upon 
the dangerous climates to be endured 
in the new possessions.

OUR LAWS LARGELY TO APPLY. 


SUFFRAGE NOT EXTENDED TO THE 
JAPS AND CHINESE. 


Exception May Be Made in Regard 
to Navigation Restrictions—Great 
Pressure Brought to Defer 
Any Legislation.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Hawaii will become a full- 
fledged Territory of the United States, 
July 4, 1899, if Congress follows the 
recommendation of the _ legislative 
commission. The Congressional mem- 
bers of that body, Senators Cullom 
and Morgan and Representative Hitt, 
with Justice Frear of the Hawalian 
Supreme Court, who, with President 
Dole, represented the ishkandson the 
commission, have been meetnig in semi-, 
formal manner at the Capitol, putting 
the finishing touches upon their report. 
Their conclusions will be embodied in 
a bill establishing a Territorial form of 
government for the islands, with a del- 
egate in Congress, a local Legislature, 
and other features of Territorial or- 
ganization, such as have pertained to 
Territories in the United States. 

The laws of this country generally 
will apply to the new Territory, but 
there may be an exception so far ‘as 
the navigation laws apply to the coast- 
wise trade; that is, the traffic between 
the islands and the mainland may not 
at' present be construed to be coastwise 
traffic, and be restricted to American 
and Hawaiian ships. 

The suffrage franchise will not be 
extended to the Japanese and Chinese 
contract laborers on the island, . but 
the Portuguese, who declare their in- 
tention of becoming citizens, will be 
permitted, with other citizens, to vote

PARIS, Nov. 29.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The secretaries of the two Peace 
Commissioners, Messrs. Moore and 
Ojeda, began their joint task of for- 
mulating the articles of the peace 
treaty at 3 o’clock this afternoon, as 
directed by their respective commis- 
sions at yesterday's conference. This 
work will be easy and rapid as to the 
relinquishment and cessions referred 
to in the protocol, the terms of which 
document will be transferred bodily 
to the treaty. ; 

The secretaries, moreover, will em- 
body in tentative articles for discus- 
sion, Wednesday, the subjects of the 
religious freedom of the Caroline Isl- 
ands; a naval station for the United 
States in the same group; cable-land- 
ing rights at othéf points within 
Spain’s jurisdiction; the release of the 
insurrectionist prisoners, and the re- 
vival of the treaties broken by the 
war. 

Thus the commercial and general 
treaty of 1795 will be revived, to be 
recast later; the treaty of 1834 for the 
settlement of certin claims will be 
revived; the treaty of 1877 providing 
for extradition will be revived; the 
trade-mark treaty of 1882 will be re- 
vived, and the supplemental extradi- 
tion treaty of 1887 will be revived in 
addition to several modus vivendi 
agreements. 

It is expected that the secretaries 
will submit the treaty articles at the 
joint session tomorrrow, when gall the 
other points for negotiations will be 
‘discussed. Thus the commissions to- 
morrow will have before them the en- 
the treaty for amendment, approval, 
or rejection. On all points outside of 
the protocol there will be friendly ne- 
gotiations only, Spain having the right 
to. name prices if she wants for her 
territory, and to reject or accept the 
Americar offers. The Spaniards no 
less than the Americans, now are anx- 
ious to conclude the business which 
brought them here. 

The Soliel, reviewing the situation 
at length, says: ‘‘Probably the great- 


difficulty the United States “has

Those of the 
United States can, on the other hand, 
regret, perhaps, that they should not 
have shown themselves more generous 
in victory, and that they should have 
too easily forgotten the disinterestea 
and exclusively philanthropic mo- 
tives in the name of which they un- 
dertook the war. They cannot see, 
either, without some disappointment, 
the sudden and complete breaking 
down of the principles that have made 
the greatness and prosperity of their 
republic and they anxiously ask them- 
selves what influence the policy of 
conquest will have wpon their desti- 
nies and upon the world. The mon- 
roe doctrine is now out of date. The 
American republic, conquering and 
colonizing no longer, has the right te 
close to Europne the new continent, 
since she herself has stepned out of 
it.*’ 

The Intransigeant alludes to the 
possible objection of Great Britain 
and Germany to the cesston of the 
Sulu Islands, on the grownd that the

WASHINGTON ADVICES. 


The Treaty May Be Signed During 
the Present Week. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The gov- 
ernment has been officially advised of 
the termination of peace negotiations 
with Spain. A cablegram to this effect, 
which has been received from Chair- 
man: Day, was read at today’s Cabi- 
net meeting by the Secretary of State.

PARISIAN FLUTTERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PARIS, Nov. 28.—The Temps says: 
“From the outset the Americans have 
negotiated on the principle of take it 
or leave it, and have covered their 
claims by a sort of sanctity.” 

Continuing, the Temps says: “If the 
triumph, to call it so, is complete, may 
it not contain grave elements of dan- 
gere and anxiety to the Americans? 
The transatlantic democracy has be- 
\come , imperialist, and «a republio 
founded on federalism and autonomy 
has become a conquering one. From 
an international point of view this 
means a-repudiation of the Monroe 
doctrine and the entrance of America 
into the conflicts and intrigues of the 
great powers, and her harshness to 
Spain is the cause of much anxiety as 
to her relations with other powers.” 

The Temps also expresses the opin- 
ion that Spain has purchased peace 
with the United States at the expense 
of internal turmoil 

The Journal Des Debats says: ‘‘The 
Americans, having started out to liber- 
ate Cuba. have ended with pocketing 
what remained of Spain’s. colonies. 
This moral evolution of the Americans 
is edifying as a good example of the 
manner in which the one can, almost 
in good faith arrive at the formulation 
of the most outrageous demands by a 
confusion of ambition and duty at 
once by considering an interest to be 
a divine right. Now that America has 
entered the arena of international poli- 
tics she may have some lively surprises 
in store, even for those who have been 
ready to offer their friendship.” 


DRAFT COMPLETED. 


PARIS, Nov. 29.—As the result of the 
work of Mr. Moore and Sefior Ojeda, 
the draft of the articles embodying the 
protocol agreements was completed this 
evening. it will be presented to the 
two commissions in the morning at 
their separate sessions, and in the 
afternoon at the joint session, when it 
will receive final consideration. There 
will be little delay on these articles. 

Mr. Moore will also submit. tomorrow 
to the United States commissioners the 
subjects to be presented to the Span- 
iards for negotiation. These for con- 
venience and greater dispatch are being 
drafted into the form of articles. 

The release of the insurgent prisoners 
held by Spain will go into the protocol 
agreements, it having been already 
agreed that Spain is to release them 
upon the United States undertaking to 
secure the release of the Spanish pris- 
oners in the hands of Aguinaldo.

SPANISH CENSORSHIP. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, Nov. 30.—The Madrid cor-

It is believed that Great Bri- 
tain will get Chusan as compensation, 
and both England and America are 
suspected of having some disagreeable 
surprise in store.” . 

SAGASTA’S EMOTION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

MADRID, Nov. 29.—Sefior Sagasta 
showed much emotion on learning that 
the Spanish commission in Paris had 
formally agreed to sign the treaty of 
peace, but he assured his friends that 
he was convinced he had adopted the 
best course in the interest of the coun- 
try and the monarchy, adding that the 
news had lifted a great weight from 
the minds of the people. 

The Bank of Spain has made a fresh 
advance to the government of 60,000,000 
pesetas to cover the expenses of re- 
patriating the Spanish troops in the 
Philippines and the Antilles.

Stories differ as to what followed by 
the members of the Berz faction in the 
hall, and the two police officers who 
were stationed at the door of the room 
in which the meeting was held, assesrt 
that the men of the Rodgers faction 
came noiselessly up the stairs, hav- 
ing their revolvers in their hands. Of- 
ficer Mahoney commanded them to 
halt, but they paid no attention to 
him, and just as they reached the 
door some one fired a shot. Instantly 
pistols were drawn on every side and 
firing was promiscuous. Coroner Berz 
was one of the first to fire when the 
trouble started. Almost at the first 
shot Lattimer threw up his hands and 
rolled down the stairway dead.

A. HUTIN’S STATEMENT. 


; 
Work His Company is Doing on the 
Nicaragua Canal, 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 
NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—A Hutin, di- 
rector-general of the new Panama Ca- 
nal Company, when asked if the pub- 
lished reports that his company wanted 


to sell out to the government was true, 
said: 


“Absolutely no. We have kept 1500 
to 4000 men constantly employed in dig- 
ging the canai, and a force of 3000 is 
now at work on the ditch. What has 
been accomplished? Much. We have 
actually dug eighteen miles of the total 
forty-six. Of these, vessels are now 
navigating twelve miles on the At- 
lantic and six miles on the Pacific side. 
The canal’s depth is twenty-eight feet, 
though in some places silt had made 
bars that would have to be removed 
and can be removed easily. Our com- 
pany, which is the successor by pur- 
chase of De Lesseps company, has in 
assets, reckoning as such the machin- 
ery and accomplished work, at least 
$75,000,000. These assets have been ap- 
praised at $95,000,000. We have gone far 
enough to learn that the Panama Canal 
is entirely practicable and is the short- 
est, cheapest, and best water route be- 
tween the two oceans. 

“There were formerly thought to be 
two insuperable obstacles—the Chagres 
River and the Culebra cut. Both of 
these difficulties have disappeared be- 
fore engineering science. ‘Che Chagres 
River can be readily mastered, and the 
cut through .the Culebra. Mountains, 
which was once thought impracticable 
because of the sliding earth that filled 
the ditch as fast as it could be dug, 
has turned out to be a comparatively 
simple problem. It has been found 
that there is a rock stratum, through 
which the ‘canal may be cut, so that it 
cannot be disturbed by sliding earth. 

.‘An international technical commis- 
sion has recently examined the route 
of our canal and will, I think, pro- 
nounce it entirely feasible. On that 
commission, Gen. H. L. Abbott repre- 
sented the United States, and England 
and Germany were represented by en- 
gineers who had experience in digging 
the great Manchester and Kiel canals, 
Gen. Abbott has given his view in sev- 


In lieu of all claim to 
indemnity, the United States will pay 
Spain the sum of $20,000,000 in gold or 
its equivalent. 

Before returning to the United States 
our Paris commissioners will secure 
from the Spanish representatives, if 
possible, a proposition for the sale to 
the United States of a strong island, 
one of the Caroline group, some dis- 
tance east and south of Luzon, for a 
cable station. Should Spain, however, 
decline to sell the island for a reason- 
able sum, the matter will be dropped, 
for the present, at least. The possible 


cession of this island is not involved’ 


in the pending treaty, and no pressure 
will be brought to bear to induce 
Spain to part with it. 

A large part of the time of today’s 
Cabinet meeting was taken up in the 
discussion of the new customs tariff 
which is to be put into operation in all 
parts of Cuba as soon as the United 
States takes formal possession. 

The apprehension which manifested 
itself some time ago over the attitude 
of Aguinaldo and the Philippine. insur- 
gents has not entirely disappeared, 
though the administration believes 
they will accept the situation without 
a conflict with the United States. The 
matter was discussed at length today, 
and some of the views expressed indi- 
cated a possibility that the insurgents 
may yet have to be dealt with. Mean- 
while, however, the President expects 


there were 92,979,748 sheets of stamps 


delivered, at a cost of $1,570,598. This 
sum, however, includes $12,590 increase 
of stock, $30,000 paid for machinery 
and $6416 paid to outside employés. 
Deducting these extra amounts, the 
cost per thousand sheets this year was 
47 cents less than last, making a to- 
tal saving of $43,700. The average 
number of sheets handled by each 
employé was 57,290, which is the best 
record ever made by the bureau, and 
an increase of 56 per cent. over the 
year 1893. 

A remarkable record was made by 
the bureau in supplying adhesive 
stamps to the internal revenue bureau. 
In seventeen days after the passage 
of the act, the bureau had delivered 
185,390,926 stamps. This work was done 
in addition to and in connection with 
the new bond issue, and in addition 
to supplying increased demands for 
United States notes, silver certificates 
and treasury notes, aS well as the is- 
sue of a new series of postage stamps 
for the Omaha Transmississippi Ex- 
position. The director recommends 
that the appropriations for printing 
postage stamps be made direct to the 
bureau and so settle the point that 
the government and not private estab- 
lishménts shall do this work.

EXPULSION OF AUSTRIANS. 


Premier Threatens Retaliation 
Against Austrians if Obdurate. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 


VIENNA, Nov. 29.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] In the Reichsrath today, the 
Premier and Minister of the Interior, 
Count Thun Hohenstein, replying to 
an interpellation on the subject of the 
expulsion of Austrians from Prussia, 
said that while there was undeniable 
severity in the action of the Prussian 
authorities, it could not be described 
as a flagrant violation of the princi- 
ples of international law. Neverthe- 
less. he added, the Foreign Office had 
strongly protested against the steps 
taken by the Prussian officials, and 
the assurances of the Berlin Cabinet 
warranted the hope that greater con- 
sideration will be shown fo Austrians. 

“But.” said the Premier in conclu- 
sion. “should this expectation he “ot 
fulfilled, the ~overnment will not hesi- 
tate to energetically protect the rights 
of Austrians, and, if necessary, adopt 
retaliatory measures.”

DOWN OFF TRURO. 


GOOD SHIP PORTLAND SINKS 
WITH ALL ON BOARD. 


Winety Passengers and Crew of 
Forty Lost Where Many Another 
Ship Has Foundered. 


BODIES AND WRECKAGE ASHORE 


LAST SPOKEN NEAR THATCHER'S 
ISLAND SATURDAY NIGHT. 


Frightfal and Growing List of Dis- 
asters—Reports from All Direc- 
tions Bring News of Death 
and Horrors. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun's Boston special 
gays the Portland Steam Packet Com- 
pany’s sidewheel steamship Portland, 
which left Boston Saturday night for 
Portland, went down with all on board 
in the storm of Sunday morning off 
the extreme end of Cape Cod. She 


‘carried about ninety passengers, and a 


crew of forty. The schooner Maud’ 8. 
Whard, arrived in Portland this 
morning. She sighted the Portland 
about 9 o’clock on Saturday night off 
Thatcher’s Land, thirty miles from 
Boston. She was headed for Portland, 
and was making little progress against 


the. headwinds. 


During the night the Portiend was 
southward 


across Massachusetts Bay. She went 


@own off Truro Bar, where many a 
‘good ship has foundered. There eigh- 


teen vessels were wrecked in a single 
All hope for the 
Portland was given up when a dispatch 


-came this morning from North Truro, 
'on Cape Cod, telling that wreckage and 
bodies from the missing ship had been 


washed ashore near Highland Light. 
It was at first believed that the 


| Portland had foundered on Truro 


Shoal, but tonight it seems certain she 
was lost in the open sea. This is al- 
most conclusively shown by the reports 
of Capt. Clark of the revenue cutter 
Dallas, and the officers and crew of 
the steamer Longfellow, both of whom 
arrived here this evening direct from 
Provincetown. 

Both vessels made a careful okavhina: 
tion of the beach on both side wf the 
cape, and, although they found quan- 
tities of wreckage, which they easily 
identified as coming from the Portland, 
not a piece of the hull or of any of 


“the Vesser's heavier” parts was found, 


all of which shows that such wreckage 
as drifted ashore must have become 
detached while the steamer was going 
down. 

A fisherman chine Gideon Boulton 
found the body of a woman with a 
fife-preserver on, and a shred of white 
cloth, resembling part of a nightdress 
was hanging to her neck, but other- 
wise the body was entirely nude and 
was frozen stiff. Mackintyre said the 
Portland undoubtedly foundered in the 
open sea, and that beyond question 
every person perished. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

bodies had been recovered from the 
surf. One body ‘was that of a woman. 
The news of the disaster was 
brought to the Herald through the 
agency of a special train, as communi- 
cation to Boston by wire from Cape

The Portland was built in 1890 at 
Bath, Me., and was a 
steamer of 1317 net tons burden, Her 
fength is 230 feet, beam 42 feet, and 
depth 15 feet. She was valued at $250,- 
000, and is fully insured.

BOSTON, Nov. 29.—From reports that 
have come by wire, mail and messen- 
ger to the Associated Press from New 
England, points up to 10 o’clock this 
forenoon it was difficult to ‘estimate 
the total loss of life and damage to 
shipping along this coast, as the result 
of the recent storm. The list of disas- 
ters seems to grow every hour, and 
from dispatches thus far received it 
appears that at least thirty schooners 
have been wrecked at different points 
from Eastport, Me., to New Haven, Ct. 
Eighty schooners have been driven 
ashore and sixteen barges, laaded or 
empty are aground. 

This list does not include the thirty 
vessels either wholly or partially 
wrecked in Boston Harbor, nor half a 
dozen or more crafts which are re- 
ported missing, including the Wilson 
line freighter Ohio, which is ashore an 
Spectacle Island in this harbvdor, and 
the steamer John J. Hill, which is also 
ashore. The Merchants’ and Miners’ 
transportation steamer Fairfax, is 
ashore on Sow and Pigs ledge off Cut- 
tyhunk, North, and a small steamer, 
George Chaffee, foundered at Rockport, 
Mass. When these are added the list 
exceeds 110 vessels. 

The loss of life is hard to determine, 
It is known that about fifty persons 
perished in and about Boston Harbor. 
Reports from other places in some 
cases state that the crew of this or 
that vessel escaped, many, however, 
state the fate of the crew is unknown. 
Some survivors have turned up, and 
life-saving stations and incoming ves- 
sels brought a few sailors from wrecks. 
Perhaps a score would cover those of 
whom nothing is known, not including 
the sixty-five or more who were on 
‘poard the Portland.

READY FOR ROBBERS, 


STORY OF A MISSOURI PACIFIC 
HOLD-UP THAT FAILED. 


Plot Was Laid for Friday Night, but 
One Man Weakened and the 
Railroad Officials Were ’’Put 
Next” to the Attempt-—The En- 
gwineer Captured and a Robber 
Wounded. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 28,—A special to the 
Journal from Sedalia, Mo., says: 

‘‘Missouri Pacifico passenger train No. 74, 
which left St. Joseph at 2:30 p.m, today, via 
Kansas City, running from the latter city over 
the Lexington branch, was held up four and 
a half miles west of Sedalia at 9:55 o’clock 
by three masked men, one of whom, Jim 
West, an engineer in the company’s employ, 
was captured, while a second is believed to 
have been wounded, and the third escaped. 

“Originally the hold-up was to have oc- 


curred last Friday night, but one of the men 
‘{mplicated weakened and the attempt was 


postponed. Last night Superintendent L. D. 
Hopkins was apprised that the hold-up was 
arranged for tonight, an@ he prepared for it. 
“When the train left Kansas City at 5: 45 
p.m., six secret service men in the company’s 
employ were aboard. When the point where 
the attempt was to be made was oe eye 
two of my men, Tom Furlong of 8t. Louis 
and W. Kay of the Missouri Pacific, took 
their FE. in the cab of the engine. . Four 
of the men, in charge of Detective Frank 
Barnett, were secreted in the baggage-car. 
“One-half, mile west of Georgetown, at { 
Muddy Creek, Engineer Daniels was signalled 
to stop, and did so. At once the three rob- 
bers opened fire, bleh was returned by the 
company’s posse of six men. Fully twenty 
shots were exchanged, when the robbers 
realized that they were trapped and began 
to retreat. The officers gave pursuit, and 
Engineer Jim West, a freight man, was cap- 
tured. The officers fired a number of shots and 
it is reported that the secend robber was 
peeled. but this is not corroborated. 
“When the train reached Sedalia, West was 
committed to jail. As quickly as possible a 
posse was organized and proceeded to the 
scene of the hold-up, in the hope of captur-

AMERICAN REGISTRY. 


Steps Taken to Transfer Pacific Mail 
Company’s Steamers, 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THB TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 29,—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch,] The Sun's Washington spe- 
cial says Vice-President Schwerin of 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
has been here several days negotiating 
with the Postoffice Department for the 
transfer of the mail steamers of his 
line to the American registry. He 
wishes to obtain the same advantages 
as those possessesd by the American 
line, and his company is ready to trans- 
fer the registry of their steamers, and 
comply with all the requirements of 
the act under which the American line 
sprang into being. 

Schwerin submitted a variety of esti- 
mates to the department. The total 
subsidy his line hopes to gecure, is 
about $700,000 a year. Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General Schallenberger, 
under whom all such arrangements 
come, favors Schwerin’s proposals. 
Schallenberger hopes to duplicate the 
American line on the Pacific, whereby 
the government will gain a fleet of 
swift Pacific auxiliary cruisers, such as 
the St. Paul, New York, Paris, and St.

CONVENTION AT FRESNO. 


Free Market at San Francisco and a 
Permanent Organization of Rep- 
resentatives Desired, 


THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


ORIGINAL PAPER ON ORGANIZING 
FOR BUSINESS, 


Fire at CaNfornia Powder Works. 
Rain at Various Points — Sum- 
mary of Weather and Craps. 

A Noted Lawyer Insane, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


FRESNO, Nov. 29.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The four days’ convention of 
the fruit-growers of ‘California, under 
the special supervision of the State 
Horticultural Bureau, opened this 
morning. The particular subjects to 
which special attention will be devoted 
are the movement for the establishment 
of a free public market in San Fran- 
cisco, a permanent organization to rep- 
resent the producers in the free mar- 
ket, plans for increasing the consump- 
tion of fruit and fruit products, fertili- 
zers, storage of water in drought years, 
suppression of fruit pests, and irriga- 
tion. There was a fair attendance 
when the convention was called to or- 
der by President Ellwood Cooper of 
Santa Barbara. 

The feature of the afternoon session 
was President Weinstock’s report of 
the California fFruit-Growers’ and 
Shippers’ Association. Notwithstand- 
ing the drought, the shortage in ship- 
ment was only 9 per cent., the total 
shipments of deciduous fruits this year 
amounting to 4824 cars against 5323 last 
year. 

A. L. Bancroft’s original paper on 
“Organizing for Business’ attrated at- 
tention. He took the ground that the 
fruit business should be conducted on 
lines of close corporation and run on 
strict business principles with paid 
officers. The different California in- 
dustries which would naturally be al- 
lied were fresh fruits, dried fruits, 
nuts, citrus fruits, raisins, wine, beans 
and honey, etc.- Each interest should 
elect a director to take charge of that 
interest. 

The paper was diseussed by A. R. 
Sprague of Los Angeles, G. W. Hotch- 
kiss of Marysville, John S. Dore of 
Fresno, M. B. Hall and W. P. Cragin 
of San Diego.

Under the head of “Pure Foods,” 

President Cooper suggested that a reso- 
lution should be adopted asking Con- 
gress to pass the Brasin’s Interstate 
Pure Food Law. The work that has 
been done to exterminate the insect 
enemies of fruits was touched upon 
and the results discussed. The con- 
vention was advised of the importance 
of having the Legislature make an ap- 
propriation for @ California exhibit at 
the World’s Fair to be held at Paris 
in 1900. 
That California fruits may find a 
ready market, the president made the 
following suggestions: First, that a 
rigid inspection law be passed to pre- 
vent the shipment of damaged and in- 
ferior products; second, that an 
amendment be made to the Pure Food 
Law which shall create a commission, 
backed by a sufficient appropriation, 
and obligated to arrest and condemn 
every food product that is misbranded 
and that is not in accordance with the 
provisians of the act; third, that com- 
petent agents be appointed in various 
sections of the State, who shall watch 
the growing of fruit from the planting 
of the vines and trees to the shipment 
of the products. 

After the reading of the president’s 
address, the following committees were 
appointed: 

On Resolutions—William Johnson of 
Courtland, chairman; Dr. I. S. Eshel- 
man, Fresno; J. F. Bogue, Yuba City; 
T. A. Rice, El Rio, Ventura county;

FRESNO, Nov. 29.—At the opening 
of the afternoon session of the fruit- 
growers’ convention, B. M. Lelong read 
the annual report of President H. Wein- 
stock of the California Fruit-Growers’ 
and Shippers’ Association. The report 
showed that the severe drought ofthe 
past season had caused a shortage of 
but 9 per cent. in the shipment of fresh 
deciduous fruits as compared with the 
season before. The figures are 4824 
cars in 1898 as against 5323 cars for 
last year, a most remarkable and sig- 
nificant showing. 

After the reading of this report, A. L. 
Bancroft of Contra Costa, read a paper 
on “Organizing fcr Business,’’ in 
which he advanced an elaborate plan 
for the conduct of the fruit business 
which, he thought, should be run like 
a close corporation. An animated dis- 
cussion ensued. - B. Foster of 
Placer, and Frank Buck of Vacaville 
spoke on, the eastern markets. The 
former said he had found more com- 
petition than he expected, while Buck 
declared that to compete successfully 
with eastern growers our growers must 
pack their gocds ‘honestly. 

After the report of the standing 
Committee on Transportation had been 
made, the convention passed a resolu- 
tion’ submitted by J. A. Filcher, re- 
questing the Legislature to make such 
an appropriation as would irfsure an 
adequate and creditable representation 
of California at the Paris Exposition.

Had it veered 
to the north, nothing save a miracle 
would have obviated a total loss of 
the great industry. About one hundred 
men are thrown out of employ ment by 
the accident, although it is probable 
some of them may be engaged in the 
work of reconstruction, which will be 
commenced at once and_ vigorously 
prosecuted. 

The manufacture of chemically-pre- 
pared cotton as a basis for smokeless 
powder is a comparatively new venture 
on the part of the company, and was 
undertaken on completion of contracts 
to furnish the product to the United 
States government. 

The buildings were cheaply built and 
were, to a certain extent, experimental 
in their nature. They will now doubt- 
lessly be replaced with new structures 
more elaborately and durably made. 
Assistant Superintendent Berming- 
ham. believes he will have the gun-cot- 
ton department in active operation 
within four weeks. The burning build- 
ings were within 100 feet of the nitro- 
glycerine house, but notwithstanding 
that dangerous circumstance, the com- 
pany men and the volunteers fought the 
fire calmly, systematically and effect- 
ually. A railway bridge and trestle 
on the overland track, which caught 
fire, was slightly burned, but was ex- 
tinguished by a brakeman of a freight 
train. All trains were stopped and re- 
tained in places of-safety until every 
possible danger had been averted. 

The fire is believed to have started in 
the picker through contact with a nail 
or bit of steel in the waste. The loss 
was $20,000. No one was injured.

The following is the editorial which 
appeared in the Wilmington Record of 
Wilmingtom, N. C., and which led toa 
demolition of the newspaper office and 
the death of sixteen men, all colored, 
by mob violence. The Record was pub- 
lished by negroes: 
“We suggest that the whites guard 
their women more closely, thus giving 
no opportunity for the human fiend, be 
he white or black. You leave your 
goods out of doors and then complain 
because thy are taken away. 

“Poor white men are careless in the 
matter of protecting their women, es- 
pecially on tarms. They ‘are careless 
of their conduct toward them, and our 
experience among the poor white peo- 
ple in the country teaches that the 
women of .that race are not any mare 
particular in the matter of clandestine 
meetings with colored men than are tne 
white men with colored women, 
Meetings of this kind go on for 
some time, until the woman’s infatua- 
tien or the man’s boldness brings atten- 
tion to them, and the man is lynched. 
“Every negro lynched is called a ‘big, 
burly, black brute,’ 'vhen in fact many 
of those who have thus been dealt with 
had white men for their fathers, and 
were not black and burly, but were suf- 
ficiently attractive for white girls of 
eulture and refinement to fall in love 
with them, as is well known to all.”

The negro. peasantry appear to bea 
good-tempered set, kindly disposed and 
respectful When properly treated; but 
easily spoiled by too good treatment, 
or bad, like their race elsewhere. In 
mind they are like children, easily ex- 
cited and turned to mischief, but just 
direction. 
Prominent among their besetting sins 
is a tendency to confuse meum et teum 
in the matter of cattle, plump chickens, 
roasting ears and good ripe melons. 
Nothing is gained by bringing them 
inta court for pilfering, for they will 
never testify against one another; and, 
according to English colonial law, it 
takes the testimony of two eye wit- 
nesses to convict a man, even of petty 
theft, though the identified chicken or 
melon be found in his possession. The 
most pious Jamaica negroes (and they 
are all intensely religious,) will lie a 
blue streak while holding a pebble in 
the mouth, under the belief—derived 
from some remnant of Obea supersti- 
tion, that the tiny stone exempts them 
from perjury. 

‘mong the mass of ignorant -blacks 
in the interior the mysterious terrors 
of Obeism still hold sway. Many of 
their cane-stalk, grass-roofed huts con- 
tain Obea or Voudou idols, rudely 
carved cf wood, with brass tacks driven 
in for eyes and a fringe of skunk skins 
stuck on for hair; and maybe a crucifix 
and image of the Blessed Virgin stands 
beside it, or a Methodist hymn book— 
so curiously is the acquired  reiigion 
mingled with that inherited from gen- 
erations of ancestors, so difficult it is 
to draw the line between superstitions. 
English residents of Jamaica tel us 
that today, in the depths of the forest 
and the recesses of the mcantains, 
heathen rites, worthy .of darkest 
Africa, are practiced, to propitiate tne 
serpent deity and the favor of “dup- 
pies,” or ghosts. The serpent-worship 
is carried on as secretly as possible, 
their incantations taking place in se- 
cluded places in the darknes of night, 
and the sectaries bound by cacaths of 
secrecy. The invisible god is consulted 
through a priest, or priestess, who is 
generally the most intelligent and 
crafty of their number, and who turns 


count; and then they dance and sing in 
wild carousal. The excitable blacks 
are soon carried away by excess caf 
frenzy and demand further excitement 
in the form of sacrifices. Usually a 
goat, dove, or cock—always white and 
spotless—answers for an offering to 
the serpent deity, or to placate the 
evil spirits, to the satisfacticm of the 
milder members cf the crder. But well- 
informed people now living in the isl- 
and assure me there is no doubt that 
“the goat without ‘horns,” as a human 
sacrifice is called, is sometimes offered 
in these hideous orgies. In such case 


a@ child is the victim—white, if ome can 


be stolen or abducted; or theblack 
baby of some fanatical worshiper. In 
Hayti, where the negroes differ from 
these only by reason of a few genera- 
tion of so-called self-government— 
there is a secret clan called Loup- 
garous (“human wolves,”) who prow) 
around the settlements, seeking to ab- 
duct young children, whom they carry 
off to the mountains, fatten and keep 
until the days appointed for their 
Voudou  ceremomies. Every white 
mother in Hayti is taunted by fears 
of the Loup-garous—and with good rea- 
son. It is said that colored nurses are 
sometimes in league with the abduc- 
tors, and that even the grave is made 
use of to furnish sacrifices. The maun- 
tain negroes in the black republic are 
famous for their acquaintance with 
many roots and herbs unknown to 
materia medica, with which they work 
wonderful cures, aS well as much mis- 
chief. 

It has been proved that in several in- 
stances when a victim was wanted for 
the Obea sacrifice, Means were found 
to administer to some whitg or colored 
child a native narcotio, which pro- 
duces coma 
after the deceived parents had buried 
their loved one it was secretly dug up 
and resuscitated for the serpent orgie. 
Let us believe that no such horrible 
thing exists in the English island, near 
the close of this nineteenth century. 

A few years ago the colonial govern- 
ment of Jamaica took up in earnest 
the neglected cause of’ education.

Black babies are literally “thick as 
fleas” in Jamaica—and that is saying a 
very great deal for their number. And 
nowhere else are seen so many sad- 
dle-colored old people, bent nearly 
double with rheumatism and the weight 
of years, but still “chipper”? as the 
youngest and likely to keep right on 
living another century. One toothless 
old crone, who looks as if she might 
be at least 150, comes around regu- 
larly every morning for a penny, and 
I give it to her because she reminds 
me of some darkey’s description of him- 
self: 

“I’se like a dried-up cotton stalk 
when life done pick my cotton. 

“T’se like a word dat somebody done 
said and den forgotten.” 

By nature care-free and contented, 
the tranquil lives of these sons and 
daughters of Ham have none of the 
wearing excitement and ambitions that 
age North Americans s0_ rapidly. 
Happy people, to whom there is no wide 
world beyond the horizon’s rim! 
an acre of this bountiful soil, which 
produces spontaneously more mangoes, 
bananas, figs and bread fruit than 
can be gathered by one pair of hands, 
is quite enough to raise a family on, 
requiring only the planting of a few 
yams and melons and a little labor to 
buy the much-loved sugar cane pork 
and salt fish.

AT MANILA. 


A SOLDIER BOY ON GRUB AND THE 
SITUATION. 


How... Things. Looked in the Philip- 
pines a Month Ago—A Prospec- 
tive Scrap That Failed to Ma- 
terialize—The Amusements in 


Half | 


.Garrison. 


A Los Angeles lad, serving in the 
Third Artillery with our army at Ma- 
nila, writes to The Times under date of 
October 25 as follows: 

“IT have noticed several accounts in 
The Times of our battle of July 31, and 
would venture from present indications 
“we may have to duplicate the valor 
shown on that night, as an eruption 
seems imminent. The insurgents, so 
far as I can learn, are divided into two 
classes; the one that submit to our dic- 
tation, and the other, or ignorant 
classes, that make ‘Independence’ or 
Death’ their motto when in reality they 
mean plunder. 

“It is for just such people that we 
have been housed up here, and, with 
the exception of but a few, have not 
been permitted to leave the barracks. 
On Friday last the matter seemed to 
have reached a critical stage, and in 
consequence the Third Artillery, the 
Utah and Dakota regiments, and the 
Twenty-third and Fourteenth Regulars 
and First California Infantry were 
given orders to be ready at a mo- 
ment’s notice. Since then extra am- 


munition has been issued, and tonight 
there is pretty good evidence of our 
having to go back to the trenches. This 
will mean great hardships, and will be 
little easier than before, as the insur- 
gents may lead us on to bushwhack- 
ing, and what with knowledge of the 
country they would have some advan- 
tage over us. 
they have not the courage, daring, and 
with our superior intelligence we have 
them at our mercy. And if it comes to 
bushwhacking there are about nine out 
of ten who have seen the rugged hills 
and forest wilds, and will be able to 
give a good account of themselves 
when it comes to insurgent-hunting. 

“While the Spaniards were contend- 
ing with them they were harrassed and 
tormented nearly to distraction. But 
when we play on their trenches we will 
have some good light artillery to bring 
into play. Besides a number: of 3.3- 
inch guns there is the Sixth Light Ar- 
tillery, an addition to our forces since 
the capture of the city. Most of our 
boys are becoming acclimated. This 
may seem to be a contradiction to the 
report from the hospital, from which 
we learn that we have an average of 
three and four deaths daily. We are 
now taking quinine and sulphuric acid, 
a preventive of malaria. Most of us 
will be revaccinated. 
| “At meal time we eat heartily and 
enjoy it, too. Our faré of canned sal- 

mon, beef, bacon, onions, desiccated 
potatoes, bread, hardtack, fresh beef, 
stews, hash. rice and the like, with oc- 
_casional delicacies, or even luxuries, 
like dried apples, prunes, cornstarch, 
Plumduff and even doughnuts. Now 
don’t misunderstand me, this is not a 
sample bill of fare but covers the va- 
rietv of two and a half months high 
life in the army in war time. 

“With the advent of the American 
the ubiquitous newspaper man has al- 
ready shown his ability to bring forth 
dailv. bi-weekly and weekly sheets. 
They spring into existence like mush- 
rooms on a summer’s'day. We have 
now “The American Soldier,” “Manila 
Times.” “‘Freedom,”’ “The. American,” 
and “Tt’ncle Sam.” 

“In the evening time is beguiled by 
musical and occasionally literary en- 
tertainments. Two literary societies 
have been organized and there is a 
doubt. I'll venture, whether ourcommis- 
sioners or we are talking most over the 
Philippine question.

‘tal of 37 hours and 28 minutes to 
make; in printing and publishing 
magazines, 10,000 copies, the labor re- 
duction cited is from 3170 to 14 hours, 
and from $302.50 to $4.62. Cigarettes, 
100,000 in number, manufactured by 
hand in 1880 and by machinery in 
1895, cost, relatively, $97.44 and $11.48; 
time, 990 and 148 hours, the number 
of workmen also being reduced. from 
27 to 18. In mining 100 tons of bi- 
tuminous coal, the hand cost in 1891 
was $77.60, and time consumed 342 
hours. Machinery reduces this in 
1897 to $43.40, and the time to 188 
hours, while the. number of workmen 
also is reduced from 42 to 32. Ma- 
chinery has even reduced the cost uf 
growing wheat in such wheat-growing 
regions as North Dakota, at least 25 
cents per bushel. Machinery and 
labor-saving devices have reduced the 
cost of producing mineral oil from 50 
cents to 5 cents per gallon. Ma- 
chinery and new devices have reduced 
the cost of transportation one-half, 
and largely reduced the cost of dis- 
tribution.

HOW MANY PEOPLE? 

The immense job of enumerating 
the inhabitants of the world is about 
to be undertaken. It is proposed to 
publish a census of the world in 
Switzerland in 1901. When we con- 
sider how great a task it is to enu- 
/merate the population of a civilized 
country like the United States, where 
every facility is furnished for the 
undertaking, and when we consider 
that at least two-thirds and. perhaps 
three-quarters of the inhabitants vf 
the earth live in lands which have 
not yet been civilized, we begin ta ob- 
tain some conception of the magni- 
tude of the undertaking. The idea is 
that on a certain day in 1900 every 
human being upon the earth shall be 
listed. Of course, it will be impossi- 
ble to secure anything like the ac- 
curacy which is attained in the 
United States or Europe, but it is 
expected that a much closer estimate 
of the world’s population will be 
gathered than has ever yet been had. 
Explorers and census takers are to 
be sent to every available point on 
the globe. When Li Hung Chang 
was making his trip around the 
world, he became interested in the 
project, and promised to lend his as- 
sistance. Whether the hero of the 
yellow jacket is at present in a posi- 
tion to give much help in the work 
remains to be seen. Im any case, 
China will be the most uncertain fea- 
ture of the census. The estimates of 
the population of that country vary 
‘sometimes as much as two or three 
hundred millions, and even the popu- 
lation of the chief cities can only be 
guessed at. 

Africa is another unknown quan- 
tity, when it comes to the question of 
population. Those who have made 
anything like a careful investigation 
admit that estimates of the popula- 
tion of Africa which have been pub- 
lished may be as much as 50,000,000 


MACHINERY AND LABOR.

A HEALTHY REACTION. 

In his latest financial review, Henry 

Slews discusses the dangers through 
which the country has passed during 
the, past few years, due to the per- 
sistent efforts of the ‘advocates of 
fiat money to weaken the basis of our 
currency system. The crisis began, 
he declares, with the silver act of 
July, 1890 (the so-called Sherman 
law,) land culminated in the great 
bank panic of 1893. A heavy drain 
upon the gold in the treasury fol- 
lowed, owing to the large exports to 
Europe. A period of uncertainty suc- 
ceeded, due to doubt as to whether 
gold payments would be continued. 
This uncertainty was intensified by 
the Bryan silver campaign of 1896, 
and the unexpected strength which 
the silverites developed in that cam- 
paign, 
»The victory over Bryanism was 
not sufficiently decisive to insure a 
full return of confidence, though {t 
went far toward the accomplishment 
of that result. But the popular ver- 
dict, as recorded in the national vote 
of: November, 1898, has brought about 
a full restoration of confidence. It 
shows that the reaction against firan- 
cial fallacies and other dangerous 
tendencies is wholesome and lasting. 
As Mr. Clews says: 


“The reaction is against silverism, 
Bryanism, Altgeldism, ; anarchism, 
Socialism, Populism and sectionalism, 
which only a short time since were 
rampant and a_= spreading disease 
throughout the country. The gold 
cure, together with $1 wheat and the 
success of the Spanish war have been 
an effectual remedy for all those 
ills. The success of the treatment 
has restored vigorous health to the 
nation, and the present increased pros- 
perity of the American people is the 
natural outcome, In spite of the ef- 
forts of the legislative quacks, the 
forces of nature have accomplished 
the good work. All obstacles being’ 
removed, good times are now assured: 
for a prolonged period. 
“Thus, in a political sense, we may 
be said to have recovered a normal 
condition; and that, in a republic 
where all hangs upon the soundness 
of popular opinion, is an invaluable 
result. As a lesson in politics, this has 
the utmost significance, for it shows 
that among an _ intelligent  constit- 
uency, aberrations safe and 
wholesome policy are detected by the 
common sense of the mass of voters, 
and dangerous fallacies are retracted 
before they can be incorporated into 
law. If this lesson be taken to heart 
by politicians, we may have, in our 
future politics, less demagogism and 
less appeal to popular passion.” 


“CYCLE PATHS.”’ 

Under the above title the League 
of American Wheelmén has just is- 
sued an attractive little book, as 
separate volume of the “Good Roads 
Library.” As its title indicates, the 
struction of bicycle paths, though the 
general subject of good roads is also 
made a. part of its subject-matter. 
The little volume contains eigtity 
printed pages, is profusely illustrated, 
and comprises a vast amount of in- 
formation on a subject which has ad. 
gaged and is engaging the attention 
of wheelmen in all parts of the coun- 
try. Its author is Isaac B. Potter, 
president of the League of American 
Wheelmen, who has heretofore written 
several:useful books on the _ subject 
of road improvement. 

The author disclaims any intention 
to substitute the bicycle path move- 
ment for the good-roads agitation 
which has been kept up for’ several 
years, and which is steadily making 
progress in most sections of the coun- 
try. He maintains that the construc- 
tion of bicycle paths is auxiliary to 
the construction of good highways, 
and that in fact it is a help rather 
than a hindrance to the good-rouds 
movement. 

However this may be, it is still re- 
garded by many as an open question 
whether it is more’ expedient for 
wheelmen to concentrate their ener- 
gies upon the building of cycle 
paths, or to continue the agitation 
for good roads in general. A well- 
constructed cycle path along the high- 
way, so built that it cannot be used 
for the ordinary traffic of the public 
road, serves the purposes and needs 
of the bicyclist admirably, costs less 
for construction and maintenance 
than a general highway, and will last 
indefinitely if used only by wheel- 
men. The construction of such paths 
is entirely feasible, as has been fully 
demonstrated in many of the Eastern 
States. Where public opinion is per- 
sistently indifferent to the importanve 
of building good and permanent gen- 
eral highways, the cycle path  fur- 
nishes a comparatively easy solution 
of the question, so far as the cyclist 
is concerned. But as a broad general 


proposition, the better and more sat- 


isfactory solution will be the build- 
ing of first-class public highways, ac- 
cording to the best -engineering 
methods, in all cases where such de- 
sirable results can be accomplished. 
The general introduction of auto- 
mobile or “‘horseless’”’ vehicles may 


‘safely be counted upon as one of the 


innovations of the near future. The 
automobile carriage, though still in 
the primary stage of its development, 
has been brought to a degree of per- 
fection which. renders. its conquest 
over all other classes of vehicles a 
practical certainty. Within a very 
few years, at the most, these . self- 
propelling vehicles will be seen every- 
where on city streets and country 
roads. The many advantages which 
they possess over vehicles propelled 
by animal power will insure the rapid 
extension of their use, and the horse 
will gradually disappear from the 
public thoroughfares as a motive 
power. With the introduction of the 
automobile vehicle will come a 
vastly increased demand for better 
roads, and the supply of this demand 
will soon follow asa matter of 
course. Automobile vehicles, gen- 


erally speaking, will be supplied with 


rubber tires, which will reduce the 
cost of maintaining good roads to a 
minimum, by reason of the greatly 
decreased wear upon them. 

The era of good roads may there- 
fore be regarded as not far in the 
future. When this era arrivés, the 
construction of cycle paths will be- 
come unnecessary. At present the 
cycle path has its uses, and in many 
sections will prove a boon to wheel- 
men who have sought in vain to 
bring about the improvement of the 
roads in their localities. 

The little volume above referred 
to is a really valuable treatise on the 
subject with which it deals, contain- 
ing descriptive text, illustrations, and 
interesting facts relative to the cost, 
dimensions, etc., of cycle paths, with 
approved methods of construction, 
and other interesting and _ practical 
matter bearing on the subject. It is 
indeed a timely contribution to the 
literature of the good-roads move- 
‘ment,

BAD MAN SHOT HIMSELF. 


DRUNKEN HOTEL PORTER ON THE 
RAMPAGE WITH A GUN, 


Oo 


Policeman Fowler Disarmed Him a 
the Risk of His Own Life, but 
not Before the Fellow Had 
Wounded Himself in the Thigh: 


A loaded revolver in the hands of a 
man crazed with liquor is not a pleas- 
ant thing to face, but that is the sort 
of preposition Police Officer F. M. Fow- 
ler had to go up against yesterday 
morning. To the officer’s credit it must 
be said that he went up against it 
bravely, and prevented a serious shoot- 
ing scrape, if not a murder, at tho risk 
of his own life. 

Some shooting was indulged in, but 
the anly person injured was Jack Kern, 
the man who was the cause of all the 
trouble. Kern is at present in the Re- 
ceiving Hospital with a bullet wound 
in the thigh, but may appear in court 
later to answer the charge of assault 
with a deadly weapon, or assault with 
intent to murder. 

The fracas in which Kern was the 


principal, occurred at the Temple 
saloon, corner. Temple and Main 
streets, shartly before 56 o’clock yes- 


terday morning. Kern, who has been 
employed as a night porter at the 
United States Hotel, has been in the 
habit of taking his matutinal cocktail 
at the Temple saloon. Yesterday morn- 
ing before 5 o'clock, he entered the 
saloon by the rear door, while William 
J. Walsh, the bartender, was cleaning 
up, preparatory to the commencement 
of the day’s business. Kern was in an 
ughy mood and got into an altercation 
with the barkeeper, who cautioned him 
not to make sa much noise, as closing 
hours had not yet expired, and the 
noise might attract the attention of 
the police. Kern, instead of obeying 
the barkeeper’s injunction, reached 
over the bar, grabbed Walsh by the 
collar and literally pulled him across 
the counter. Walsh proved to be the 
better man of the two, and succeeded 
in ejecting Kern from the saloon. 

Kern, botling over with anger, said: 
“Just wait till I get my revolver, and 
I’ll fix you.” Then .he went over to 
the United States Hotel and took a re- 
valver out of a drawer under the coun- 
ter of the hotel office. He evidently 
cocked the weapon before he placed it 
in his pocket, for as he was passing 
the public fountain opposite the Tem- 
ple Block, on the way back to the 
saloon, the weapon was discharged in 
his pocket. It set fire to his trousers, 
but he evidently did not know that he 
was wounded, for he beat out the fire 
with his hands and céntinued his ad- 
vance to the saloon to wreak ven- 
geance upon Barkeeper Walsh. 

Walsh having heard the shot, armed 
himself, but wishing to avoid trouble, 
he left the saloon by the front door, as 
Kern reéntered at the rear. 

Officer Fowler was eating his break- 
fast at the Queen restaurant when the 
revolver went off in Kern’s pocket. 
Fowler heard the report and hastened 
across the street to see what the trou- 
ble was. He entered the Temple 


galoon by the rear door, where he was 


confronted by Kern, revolver in hand, 
who leveled the weapon at the officer’s 
head and warned him not ta approach 
on penalty of being shot. The officer 
tried to reason with Kern, telling him 
not to do anything rash. But Kern re- 


plied: “I’ll kill you if you come near 
me, you —— —— You can't 


At this juncture Walsh stuck his 


head in at the front door to see how 
things were going. Kern, seeing the 
man who had first. roused his ire, 
turned away from Officer Fowler and 
started for Walsh. The barkeeper took 
a shot at him as he approached, then 
beat a hasty retreat. Kern at the 
same time ran out of the rear door, 
followed by Officer Fowler who, mean 
time had shed his overcoat and was 
ready for business. 

Wien Kern saw that the officer was 
after him he again covered him with 
his cocked revolver, and threatened to 
shoot him if he atttempted to arrest 
him. Fowler again cautioned him and 
advanced toward him slowly until he 
was within a few feet of the muzzle 
of the revolver, which Kern kept lev- 
eled at his. head. Then the officer 
made a sudden spring and grabbed 
the weapon. In the scuffle that en- 
sued the hammer descended on Fow- 
ler’s hand, but he _ succeeded in 
wrenching the weapon away from 
Kern and placed him under arrest. 

Fowler took his prisoner to the Po- 
lice Station, had him searched and 
locked up. Then he went back to the 
scene of the trouble to further investi- 
gate the case. All this time the officer 
did not know who had fired the first 
shot that he had heard, or what ef- 
fect it had. Some hackmen told him 
about the discharge of Kern's _§re- 
volver in his pocket and that they be- 
lieved it must have wounded him in 
the leg. Fowler at once telephoned to 
the station to have an examination 
made.of the prisoner to see whether 
he was hurt. Sure enough, it was 
found that Kern had an ugly wound 
in the thigh, a bullet having plowed 
a furrow through the fleshy part of 
his leg from the hip pocket to the 
knee. He was removed from the jail 
to the Receiving Hospital, where his 
wound was dressed by Police Surgeon 
Hagan.: 

Kern is a quarrelsome fellow, and 
is dangerous when he is drunk. But 
for the cool and timely action of Om- 
cer Fowler he would undoubtediy 
have shot Bartender Walsh or any 
other person who crossed him while 
he was having his paroxysm of rage. 

Among others threatened by Kern 
was a cook in a restaurant adjoining 
the Temple saloon. The cook stuck 
his head through a hole in the parti- 
tion between the salooon and restau- 
rant to see what the trouble was 
about and was promptly told to draw 
his head back or Kern would blow out 
his brains. The head of the curious 
cook was instantly withdrawn.

This is rich enough to call to mind 
an editorial in the Herald of July 16 
last, in which it said: 

“A settlement between the city and 
the water company is purely a business 
matter.

It is hardly possible that the Herald 
has forgotten that within the past year

The 
City Engineer’s report was an immense 
undertaking, and was presented with 
the least possible delay. 

“The next step on the part of the 
demegogues was an attempt to force 
the city to show its legal hand. This 
attempt was successful, and the City 
Attorney was obliged to declare his 
official opinion, despite his own advice 
and that of the special counsel engaged 
to represent the city.” 

The Herald flung the word dema- 
gogue about very flippantby in those 
days, and the public very generally 
concurred, as they do at present. But 
it was not until the next day that the 
Herald revealed the other “conspiring 
demagogues,”’ and then it was discov- 
ered that ‘they were Councilmen Grider 
and Hutchison, both fellow-Democrats 
of the Mayor.

“This policy the Herald recognizes as 
the most arrant demagogy, and has 
not hesitated to say so at every stage 
of the proweeding. 

“The water question is a business 
matter of large proportions and vast 
importance to the city and to all parties 
concerned. It is a matter that must be 
settled under the terms of a written 
and binding contract. If not settled by 
negotiation or arbitration, then it must 
be settled by an appeal to the haw. It 
is a situation that calls not for flam- 


business judgment and an insistence on 
the city’s stipulated rights and  pre- 
rogatives. In discussing this question 
many months agm the Herald  sub- 
mitted the proposition that, in accom- 
plishing a trade of this magnitude, the 
first essential for the city’s advisers 
and agents is to keep cool. Of two 
parties engaged in an intricate nego- 
tiation, the one who gets excited and 
rattled, and who makes hasty and ill- 
advised moves, is the one who gets the 
worst of it every time. 

“Perhaps Messrs. Snyder, Grider and. 
Hutchison are not so much concerned 
as to how the city fares in this im- 
portant deal as they are to create a 
great fanfare that shall result to their 
political advantage. Now, the Herald 
is not at all concerned in the political 
fortunes of these worthies, but it is 
very desirious that the city shall pos- 
sess its own system of waterworks; 
that it shall acquire such a system at 
the earliest date possible and at the 
lowest price possible. 

“The Mayor.and his coagitators+: 
should study David Crockett’s maxim 
and move a little more slowly and mwre 
safely. They should not attempt to «s- 
perse the motives of other members 
of the administration or of the local 
press, simply because they, the agita- 
tors, have been called down on some 
of their hot-headed and _ ill-conceived 
propositions. They should recognize 
the fact that others who are advising a 
more deliberate, a more cautious and 
a safer course are just as loyal to the 
city as they are. It is a dangerous 
role for them to play when they pose 
as the three virtuous men, who are 
to save our modern Sodom and Go- 
morrah from the vengeance of heaven.” 

It is possible that the Herald was 
correct last January when it declared 
that “The Herald is not at all con-, 
cerned in the political fortunes of 
these worthies.”” That was probably 
why it did not then want “threats of 
wreck, ruin and confiscation.” But 
the inference is plain that now. all 
this lack of concern and all the 
earth of wants are ended. hy 

On January 24 the men who have 
since becomé “so businesslike and 
trustworthy were referred to by the 
Herald as follows: , 

“Messrs. Snyder, Grider and Hutch- 
ison have undertaken the self-imposed 
task of managing the city’s interests 
in the water controversy. A very 
great responsibility therefore rests 
upon them. It is their duty to point. 
out a practical, safe and feasible way 
of settling that controversy. 

“These gentlemen have made a great 
deal of noise, and what is the net 
sult? They have done everything ex- 
cept to suggest a plan under which 
the policy advocated by them can be 
actually carried out. They have 
sought to pull down. the fabric of the 
city’s legal rights and procedure, but 
they have offered absolutely nothing 
to take its place.” 

In the mind of the Herald these men 
went from bad to worse. While on 
January 19 Mayor Snyder and his al- 
lies were simply “conspiring dema- 
gogues,”’ by the 25th they were guilty 
of “incendiary exhortations,” as wit- 
nesses an editorial in the Herald of 
that date:

In the same editorial the Herald 
went even further, and while it con-

“The men who have done all the 
real, practical work toward the acqulsi- 
tion of the plant have held their peace, 
while the men who have done nothing 
got out on the street corners and 
shouted. The heated denunciation in- 
dulged in by the Mayor ang two of the 
Councilmen have actually been hurled 
against the. city officials who have 
borne all of the actual burden, and 
who have pressed the matter of a set- 
tlement with the water company as 
fast as the city’s legal advisers deemed 
expedient. 

“The men who shouted ‘He-o, heave!’ 
the loudest have done very little of the 
lifting.” 

Not only did the Mayor and his as- 
sociates conspire and endeavor to 
arouse the worst elements of the city, 
but they came near wrecking all that 
was being done by more sensible men, 
as is told by the following editorial, 
published by the Herald on Feb- 
ruary 2: 

“Unfortunately the people have been 
working at cross purposes. A minor- 
ity of the City Council and the Mayor 
have asserted that the city has not 
proceeded in ae proper manner; that 
its interests have not been protected as 
they should be. It has even been de- 
clared that the City Council—or a ma- 
jority of that body—have sold out to 
the water company, and hecause the 
leading daily newspapers of the city 
have not joined with the hot-heads in 
their cries and demands, they, too, are 
accused of treachery and bad faith. 
The public mind has been so befogged 
by wild assertions and malicious mis- 
representations that the people hardly 
know what to believe. 

“What more can be done? The mi- 
nority in the Council, the Mayor and 
their friends, after doing all they can 
to arouse the suspicion and fears of 
the people against the policy that has 
been pursued by the city thus far, rend 
the air with cries of ‘Fraud!’ and urge 
that ‘something be done.’ What shall 
be done? What can be done? The hot- 
heads and shouters have not given the 
people a single, practical, feasible idea 
or plan. . 

“On the other hand, there is grave 
danger that the agitators by their 
covert threats and impossible demands, 
will bring about a condition of affairs 
that will redound greatly to the water 
company’s advantage. The corporation 
will be quick to seize upon every fatse 
step made by the city... The poltey of 
the hot-heads, if carried out, might 
easily complicate matters so that the 


city will be unable to get possession of 


its own when the contract expires, 
without. long and costly delay. The 
city’s interests are in far greater dan- 
ger from the policy, actions and wild 
demands of the minority of the City 
Council than they are from any action 
that has been taken by the water com- 
pany itself.” 

It was not until March 4 that the 
Herald really claimed to expose the 
true inwardness of the scheme of the 
“water conspirators,’”’ showing that. it 


not.simply a disinterested project. 


due to ignorance an@ a lack of men- 
tal balance, but was for the purpose 
of gain. The Herald said: 

“This shows clearly the plan and 
purpose of the water conspirators and 
their San Francisco organ: They aim 
to force the city into the needless ex- 
penditure of from one tp three mil- 
lions of dolllars for a mountain water 
supply in addition to the price that 
will have to be paid the water com- 
pany for its improvements, or to con- 
struct a new distributing system. The 
Herald believes that the people of 
Los Angeles will not vote bonds in 
aid of such needless extravagance. 
Those who are promoting the moun- 
tain water scheme cannot be credited 
with any good, disinterested purpose.” 

With this condition in view, the 
Herald, on February 8&8, turned prophet 
and declared: 

“When the water controversy is fin- 
ally settled there will be many citizens 
who will possess an inclination to kick 
themselves for listening to the agita- 
tors and demagogues who are trying to 
use thewater controversy to boost their 
own selfish interests and questionable 
schemes, regardless of the injury they 
inflict uvon-the community.” 

Whether cr not this lamentable con- 
dition, which applies to the. support- 
ers of the Mayor in general, has equal 
application to newspapers which fall 
into the category at the eleventh hour, 
has not vet been disclosed.

M’KAY ON THE RACK. 


Well-known Tailor on Trial 


Petty Larceny. 

The long-deferred trial of D. McKay 
for petty larceny was begun in Justice 
Morrison’s court yesterday. McKay 
was arrested on the night of August 
17 last by Detectives Auble and Phil- 
lips, with some building material in 
his possession, which they accused him 
of having stolen. They were some- 
what shy on the evidence at the time, 
so they preferred a charge of cruelty 
to animals against him, on account of 
a. sore-backed horse which he was 
driving. McKay was convicted on this 
cherge in Justice Owens’s court, but 
he appealed the case and was acquitted 
by a jury in the Superior Court. 

In the mean time a petty-larceny 
complaint was filed in Justice Morri- 
son’s court against McKay on account 
of the alleged theft of some building 
material belonging to S. K. Lindley. 
Trial on this charge was postponed 
from time to time on account of the 
illness of Mrs. McKay, who was needed 
‘as a witness in behalf of her husband. 
Mrs. McKay’s illness, it was alleged, 
was brought on by nervous excite- 
ment over her husband’s arrest, he 
having been secretly confined in the 
City Jail until it suited the convenience 
of the detectives to allow him to com- 
municate with his family and friends. 
Incidentally this alleged abuse of 
power led to an investigation by the 
Police Commission and a mild reform 
in the detectives’ methods of dealing 
with prisoners. 

At the trial of McKay yesterday sev- 
eral pieces of lumber, a bunch of shin- 
gles and about twenty pounds of nails 
were introduced as evidence. Detec- 
tive Auble related how he and Officer 
Phillips followed McKay on the night 
in question; saw him drive in a creak- 
ing cart in the direction of the place 
where S. K. Lindley was erecting a 
house, and subsequently intercepted 
him on his way home with the lumber, 
shingles and nails in the cart. McKay 
explained that it was some building 
material which he had been keeping at 
his shop, and which he was taking 
home. 

Officer Phillips also testified as to the 
circumstances of McKay’s arrest. Mr. 
Hastings, building foreman for Mr. 
Lindley, identified the lumber in evi- 
dence as pieces of “‘stepping’’ which 
had disappeared from the building site 
where he had been employed by Mr. 
Lindley. Mr. Hastings produced pieces 
of boards from which the pieces which 
McKay had in his possession were al- 
leged to have been sawed. They tallied 
exactly. Fred Bacon, clerk for the 
Stimson Lumber Company, testified 
that on August 15 he sold some boards 
like those in evidence to Hastings. - 

The trial bad not been concluded 
when court adjourned at 5 o’clock. A 
continuance was therefore taken till 10 
o’clock Saturday morning. 

MeKay, the defendant in this action, 
is better known as “Gabel, the tailor,” 
being manager of the establishment. 
He has Maj. Horace Bell for counsel. 
Deputy District Attorney Chambers is 
conducting the prosecution.

THE NEW KLONDIKE. 


F. J. Eddy, Who Recently Returned 
Tells of the Taunana Country. 

F. J. Eddy, who recently returned to 
his home in this city from the Copper 
River and Taunana countries in Alaska, 
can vouch for the reputed hardships 
of Alaskan climate and travel. He at- 
tributes the loss of the sight of his 
right eye to the several forms of ex- 
posure he suffered while in the frozen 
north. His eyes were inclined to weak- 
ness when he started, but had never 
failed him till he reached Alaska, and 
was beset by frequent chillings from 
immersion in ice-cold water, the glare 
of the sun and shining glaciers, smoke 
from smudging of mosquitoes at night, 
and the like, aggravated by the lack 
of facilities for taking care of the deli- 
cate organs. 

The loss of. sight is a frequent inflic- 
tion to <Alaskan adventurers. The 
physician who is treating Eddy’s eye, 
with faint hope of restoring it, has had 
four other patients from Alaska with 
the same complaint. A person going 
to the Klondike should bear in mind 
that a slight physical weakness, which 
might never cause trouble at home, 
may be developed disastrously in a 
short time by the severity of that cli- 
mate. 

Nothing daunted, Mr. Eddy will go 
back there next spring with provisions 
for the four men whom he supplied 
this year. These men arrived in the 
Taunana country the 26th of Febru- 
ary, inadequately provisioned. Mr. 
Eddy took them quantities of provi- | 
sions from Seattle this summer, and 
supplemented his stock in the Copper 
River country by-buying from miners 
who had become disgusted with the 
prospects there. Prices were only a 
‘fraction of Seattle prices, so anxious 
were the disgruntled miners to sell out 
and leave before winter set in. 

There are hundreds of miners in the

to 200 miles north and west of the 
Klondike. Here the ground actually 
never freezes save for a. thin crust, 
and placer mining can be done. About 
two hundred miners are now housed 
for the winter in this new district, 
ready to begin work in the spring. 
Thus far only scanty prospecting has 
been done, chiefly by Klondikers, who, 
owing to the lack of fodder for pack 
animals, could not carry enough grub 
to make a long stay. The way to get 
there is from Prince William Sound by 
pack a through the Copper River 
country. There is abundance/of grass 
feed along this 250-mile route from May 


copper specimens were brought down 
by Mr. Eddy from the Taunana coun< 
try.

MAKE VOTE-WINNING TALKS. 


Ninth Ward Citizens Pack Korbel 
Hall to Welcome Fred Eaton, 
The Nominee for Mayor Prom- 
ises More Schoolrooms—Olmsted 
Praises Martindale’s Patriotic 
Career, 


The largest and one of the most en- 
thusiastic meetings of the city cam- 
paign was held in Korbel Hall, No. 186 
East First street, last evening. All of 
the Republican nominees for city ex- 
ecutive positions except Ed A. Carson 
addressed the Ninth Ward voters. 
Over three hundred persons were 
seated in the hall, and nearly fifty 
others stood in the aisles and door- 
ways, unable to find chairs. Each of 
the speakers was heartily applauded 
by the large crowd. 

Ww. J. Variel, who acted as chairman 
of the meeting, opened the programme 
with an address in which he appealed 
to the voters of the Ninth Ward to 
support the entire Republican ticket. 
He made an especially strong appeal 
for Councilman E. L. Blanchard, a 


candidate for reélection from that 


ard. 
wFred Eaton followed the chairman. 
The remarks of the Republican nomi- 
nee for Mayor were interrupted by fre- 
quent applause. After complimenting 
the citizens of the Ninth Ward on the 
size and enthusiasm of their meeting, 
Mr. Eaton defined his position on the 
water and school questions.

LAWMAKERS’ JUNKEY. 


ELABORATE ENTERTAINMENT OF 
LEGISLATORS AT WHITTIER, 


Inspection of the State Reform 
School—Walter 8S. Melick Elected 
Chairman of the Southern Cali- 


fornia Delegation—Off for High- 
land. 


The Legislators who held a confer- 
ence here Monday went to Whittier on 
the 5 o'clock train that evening, to 
visit the Reform School. They were 
accompanied by Gen. Charles Forman, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce; Hon. Howard E. Wright of 
Berkeley, and Mrs. Wright. Ralph A. 
Lowe of the Reform School met the 
party at the station and escorted them 
to the institution. 

After dinner all went into the as- 
sembly-room hall, where Superinten- 
dent Van Alstine announced that 
there would first be a short musical 
programme by the boys. The singing 
was unique and called forth applause 
from the Legislators. Mrs. John w.} 
Mitchell, president of the board of 
trustees, sang three selections. Super- 
intendent Van Alstine invited Dr. 
Walter Lindley to introduce the mem- 
bers of the Legislature: Trustee Lind- 
ley on taking the chair said that it 
gave him great pleasure on behalf of 
the trustees to welcome the members 
of the Legislature from Southern 
California. He asked that in making 
their appropriations for the boys at 
the Whittier School they should do it 
on this principle: ‘“‘What would I do 
for that school if my boy were there?” 
These boys were the State’s boys, he 
said, and the Legislature represented 
the State, therefore these boys were the 
boys of the Legislature. Dr. Lindley 
also spoke especially of the military

Works of San Diego. Mr. Works, after 
making some appropriate remarks, 
said that he would give the boys a 
song. He sang in . Dockstader style 
“Enjoy Yourselves.” This brought 
own the house. As an encore he 
Sang a sentimental song. Senator T. 
J. Jones of Orange county spoke in a 
serious and impressive strain. Capt. 
A. S. Milice of Riverside said a few 
words, and was followed by Howard 
E. Wright of Oakland, the prospec- 
tive Speaker of the Assembly, who 
assured the school that h@ would do 
everything possible to further its in- 
terests. 

O. 8. Huber of Azusa made one of 
the best talks of the evening. The 
Whittier State School is in Mr. Hu- 
ber’s Assembly District, and he takes 
especial interest in it. He told the 
boys how’ he started out as an orphan 
child at 11 years of age, and how he 
has been obliged: from that time on 
to make his own way as a mechanic. 
W. S. Melick made a humorous talk, 
in which he referred to Mr. Works as 
the “Jenny Lind of San Diego.” The 
only Democrat in the delegation was 
William Mead, who urged the boys 
to have a high aim in life, and said 
that there was success in store for 
each one of them who would show 
the right spirit. The speaking was 
closed by a few remarks and a good 
story by Charles Forman, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of Los An- 
geles. The exercises closed by the 


whole audience arising’ and joining | 


with the school in singing ‘‘Amer- 
ica.” The superintendent escorted the 
guests to the electric department, 
Where the boys were running the 
machinery that furnishes the light ror 
the buildings. 

The members of the Assembly met 
after this and organized by electing 
Walter S. Melick of Pasadena chair- 
man of the Southern California dele- 
gation. Mr. Wright was indorsed for 
Speaker. 

All turned out early yesterday morn- 
ing, watched the boys going in to 
their breakfast, and inspected the 
bakery, kitchen, all of the suppply de- 
partments, and the various trades de- 
partments. All said they felt im- 
pressed with the necessity of a first- 
class trades building. The visitors 
went to the hospital, merely two 
rooms in the main building, where 
at times there are typhoid fever, scar- 
let fever, and other infectious and 
contagious diseases, The necessity of 
a small, separate hospital building 
was urged upon them. From the boy’s 
department, they went to the girls’ 
department, three-quarters of a mile 
away, where they found the girls busy 
in their various branches of employ- 
ment, and in the school room.

The average day laborer, when he 
can get steady work, wins but $450, 
the average mechanic does not receive 
to exceed $900; the average team-awner 
does not clear, with self and horses, 
more than $700; the average clerk does 
not get to exceed $800 per annum. The 
average small business man with $3000 
to $5000 invested, and his time added 
wins but about $1500; the average 
teacher gets but a paltry $1000;. the 
average professional man does not 


make, clear gain, to exceed $1800 yearly; 
then why should city officers and clerks 
get two or three times more than 
other classes of employés? The fact 
is, alb the office situations are made too 
alluring and draw too deeply the at- 
tentiom of the shrewd and crafty. .. 
There are two thousand or more men 
in Los Angelep who can fill all the 
requirements of its Mayor for $2000 per 
annum. There are an equal number 
who can be the city’s Clerk, its Treas- 
urer, its Aesessor, its Street Superin- 
tendent, ete., along the whole list, ex- 
cepting a few offices which require a 
technical education, for $2000 per an- 
num, and the office would not go a 
begging. And the same with clerk 
hHKire, it could all be pared. down to the 
dimensions of the times. It does not 
require smartness nor craftiness to be 
an efficient officer, but it should fe- 
quire common sense and common hon- 
esty. There are too many smart of- 
ficials and too few good ones. Leawer 
salaries will aid in the adoption of a 
new charter and we doubt if the city 
gets one until a careful and thorough 
pruning of salaries is made, «end it 
can be done without’in the least im- 
pairing the personnel of men en- 
trusted with the city government. 


ARIZONA NEWS. 


COUNTY OFFICERS CRITICISED BY 
THE PHOENIX GRAND JURY. 


Horse-thief Convicted in Eight Min- 
utes—Bratal Murdcr by Mexicans 
at Weaver—Wolfe’s Camp the 
Scene of a Killing—Body of a 
Murdered Man Found, 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Nov. 26.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] James Kerrick, 
accused of horse-stealing, was found 
guilty by a jury in District Court this 
afternoon. The twelve men were ab- 
sent from the courtroom for just eight 
minutes. Kerrick has been implicated 
in a number of similar charges prev- 
ious to this but has always managed 
to escape punishment. 

The grand jury made its final report 
today and was discharged. Out of 
twenty-one criminal cases investigat- 
ed, true bills were returned in ten. 
The usual committees made an inves- 
tigation of the various county offices 
and reported thereon, a number of 
matters being commented upon favor- 
ably. On the other hand a committee 
that investigated the office of the 
Board of Supervisors exhaus- 
tive report tending to show that the 
administration of county affairs are 
erowing out of proportion. to’ the 
receipts. The grand jury committee 
was evidently of the opinion that the 
expenses incurred by the District At- 
torney, in caring for the county indi- 
gent, and the total cost of the county 
registration preceding the recent elec- 
tion were too great for the benefits de- 
rived. A number of smaller items were 
also unfavorably mentioned, and the 
fact that scrip to the amount of $25,- 
000 “~has been issued on account of « 
lack of money in the treasury was 
referred to. The report of this com- 
mittee is apt to make a stir in the 
county.

PRESCOTT. 

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Nov. 25.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.]

The news of the crime first reached 
Congress, and Deputy Sheriff Boscha 
proceeded to the scene. He found the 
body of the dead man lying in a pool 
of blood, with the head almost com- 
pletely severed, and the face and body 
bearing the evidence of many stabs 
from a knife. Blood was spattered 
high up on the walls of the room and 
the furnishings gave evidence of a ter- 
rific struggle. Boscha immediately pro- 
ceeded to make an investigation of the 
crime and, after causing several ar- 
rests succeeded in securing enough in- 
formation to lead him to believe that 
the crime had been committed by the 
Lucero brothers, who were born and 
raised in the vicinity.. Two other Mex-

ARIZONA IN GENERAL,

ing a team. When about three miles 
out the driver of the last team came 
upon the dead body of Mr. Whitney 
lying in the road. He had fallen from 
the wagon and the horses had :zone on. 

The United Yerde Copper Company 
at Jerome is engaged in building twen- 
ty cottages, a three-story brick hospi- 
tal, a stone and brick hotel, a brick 
and iron business block, capable of con- 
taining six stores, an operahouse and a 
Masonic temple. 

Harry Morgan was stabbed to death 
at Wolfe’s camp, about five miles west 
of Hackberry, Mohave county, by 
James Haggerty. The two men quar- 
reled over a trivial matter and engaged 
in a tussle. Haegerty was in bed at 
the time, but they fought together un- 
til the door of the tent was reached, 
when Morgan fell over dead. The body, 
it was found on examination, bore 
seven distinct wounds, two of which 
were sufficient to have.caused death. 
Haggerty was taken to Kingman and 
held without bail. 

A heavy piece of timber, 8x12 inches 
in diameter and 13 feet long, fell for a 
distance of 15 feet in the main shaft of 
the Old Dominion mine at Bisbee and 
struck Anton Miller, on the head and 
shoulders. Miller was severely bruised, 
but was able to appear on the streets

In spite of the generally-accepted re- 
port’ that there would be no more ses- 
sions of the Board of Police Cammis- 
eioners until after the city election, for 
various reasons, that body met yes- 
terday almost by accident. A quorum 
unexpectedly appeared and no excuse 
remained for nat holding the meeting. 
It was quickly over, for the Mayor in- 
sisted in railroading routine business 
through and took up nothing else. Prop- 
erty-owners came to the Mayor's office 
ta protest against an infraction of its 
ewn rules by the commission, but so 
late was the session called that they, 
thinking there would be no meeting, 
left the place. 

If W. F. Schroeder continues in the 
saloon business it will not be by rea- 
son of a reconsideratian of the revoca- 
tion ef the license held by himself and 
his partner Schmidt. He was told yes- 
terday that he must secure a new li- 
cense and make his application for it 
in the regular manner. 

The Board of Fire Commissioners and 
the Board of Public Works held a 
joint session yesterday afternoon and 


‘Pegan the work of visiting lots offered 


the city as sites for the proposed new 
engine-houses. It has been detided to 
provide fire protection for the unpro- 
tected portions of the city before the 
entire number of new engine-houses 
is provided for. Sites will first be se- 
lected in the Third, Fourth, Fifth and 
Seventh wards. 

Another apportionment of $60,000 was 
made yesterday by the City Auditor... 
This places all the funds in good con- 
dition, with cash balances ta the credit 
of all of them. 

A friendly suit has been brought by 
members of the Bradbury family to 
have the estate partitioned. Under the 
will of the late L. L. Bradbury, a trust 
was established, to run twelve years, 
and only half the time has elapsed.

TOO MUCH POLITICS. 


NO TIME CAN NOW BE GIVEN TO 
CITY BUSINESS. 


Unexpected Session of Police Com- 
mission—Protestants Snubbed. 
Sites for New Engine-houses Be- 
ing Selected—Another Large Ap- 
portionment,. 


It was only by accident that any 
meeting of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners was held yesterday and for 
all the good that the members did they 
might as well have remained away 
from the City Hal) and not interferred 
even for a brief half hour with the 
arduous efforts of the Mayor to make 
wotes and do politics generally. Natur- 
ally every other business in the Mayor's 
office must now give way to politics 
and for weeks there has been little else 
done there. The quality of the poli- 
tice will be known next Monday, and 
in the mean time His Hrmor is losing 
no opportunity to turn a political trick 
even by means of official action. His 
efforts in that direction were assisted 
yesterday by the commission, not by 
what they did, but by their not doing 
eamething that they would have been 
expected to do under any other circum- 
etances. 

It had been hinted more than a week 
ago that it was not on the programme 
to hold any- more meetings of the 
Board of Police Cummissioners until 
after the election. There were a num- 
ber of matters which, for political rea- 
sons, were considered safer to let alone 
end thereby avoid giving offense, 
whereas whatever action the commis- 
gion might take on these matters would 
not please somebody. When the time 
for meeting arrived yesterday morning 
it appeared that the alleged programme 
would be carried out. Commissioner 
Wyman wes the only member of the 
board who appeared on time, and when 
he entered the Mayor's private office 
ané had waited for a time for the ap- 

rance of other members, he was 
landly informed that it did not -look 
as if there would be a quorum present. 
He waited nearby half an hour and 
then left the room and supposedly left 
the building, but instead he went into 
ame of the other offices for a chat with 
some of the officials. For forty min- 
utes no other member of the board ap- 
peared and then Commissioner Preuss 
wandered in and looked surprised at 
mot. seeing any of the other members 
present. It was also suggested to him 
that there was no appearance of a 
quorum and he stated that he did not 
propose to wait an hour for the others 
to come. But Commissioner Wyman 
had not departed and he'soon after- 
ward entered the room. He with Com- 
‘missioner Preuss and the Mayor made 
@ quorum and there was then no ex- 
eyse for not holding a meeting so the 
hoard convened. Neither Commission- 


ers Gibbon nor McLain appeared at all. 
The Mayor iwas in a’ hurry 


that made even Secretary Todd rustle. 


several property-owners were present 
to protest on a saloon matter, but when 
the suggestion was made in their pres- 
ence that there was hardly a possi- 
bility of the presence of the quogum 
they left. There was no time to hear 
protesting property-owners, for tax- 
payers have no right ta protest against 
ordinary matters when there is poli- 
tics to be done. These taxpayers own 
property on Broadway between First 
and Second, and they had appeared 
to enter their protest against the con- 
tinuation of the saloon at No. 139 South 
Broadway, unless a regularly issued 4i- 
cense Was granted to that place. Their 
cause for complaint is that the present 
license of the place was granted for a 
Wholesale liquor store and not for a 
saloon, and the rule of the commis- 
sion requiring applicants for license to 
obtain the consent of the majority of 
owners of property in the block, ‘has 
never been enfarced as to this place. 
Protests have been repeatedly made 
against the failure of the commission 
to enforce its own rules there, but one 
excuse after another was given until 
all possible excuses were exhausted and 
since then the wishes of the protestants 
have been wholly ignored. For three 
weeks the protestants have appeared at 
the time for meetings of the commis- 
sion, but they have not been given an 
opportunity to present the matter per- 
sonally. The commission had been ex- 
pected ta take action one Way or an- 
other yesterday, but politics prevented 
it in more ways than one, and the sub- 
ject was not mentioned. 

So great was the haste of the Mayor 
to get back to his personal labors in 
shis own behalf, that the minutes of the 
previous meeting were not read and 
the secretary was directed to hurry 
through the routine business. There 
was not much of that, but too much 
for the Mayor who, repeatedly asked 
“is that all?’ and once when that was 
not all, declared the commission ad- 
journed, but had to take it, back. 
Applications of saloon men _ for 
transfers for licenses constituted al- 
most all the Business before the com- 
mission. On recommendation of the 
Chief the following were granted after 
investigation: To G. A. Frederick 
from C. E. Wenger, the license for the 
saloon at No. 314 West Seventh street, 
to Henry Campbell from Fred Hoppe, 
the license for the saloon at Noi 302 
West Second street. 

John S. Murset and William Guen- 
ther applied for a transfer to them- 
selves jointly of the licenese held by 
Guenther for the saloon at No. 235 
South Spring street. Chief Glass 


stated that there was no necessity of 


referring that- application to him as 
he knew the applicants and was able 
to report at once as to their character. 
He recommended that the transfer be 
granted, and the recommendation was 
adopted. 

The application of Edward L. Hal- 
briter for a transfer of the license of 
the -salooon at No. 400 South Main 
street from E. Maxwell, was referred 
to the Chief for investigation and re- 
port. 
V. H. Theobald and Louis Sentous” 
filed an application for a_ transfer 
from Anderson and Thomas of the sa- 
loon license at No, 163 North Spring 
street. Commissioner Preuss stated 
that the sale of this saloon had al- 
ready been made, and as the parties 
were well Known to him, and were 
men of character, he recommended 
that the rules be suspended and the 
transfer granted, as the former pro- 
prietor desired to go to San Bernar- 
dino to reside. Chief Glass stated that 
he was satisfied that after the trans- 
fer the character of the place would 
be improved and he therefore recom- 


mended that the transfer be made 


The application was granted. 

’. F. Schroeder, the former part- 
ner of Helm Schmidt, against whom 
such a serious charge was made by 
the detectives two weeks ago that the 
commission. revoked the license for 
their saloon at No. 411 South Spring 
street filed a long ‘petition asking tht 
the action of the commission in re- 
voking the license be reconsidered, 
and that he be given his license. 
The petition recited that he had been 
victimized by Schmidt, who now has 
no connection with the place, Schroe- 
der asserted that he had no knowl- 
edge of the alleged robbery at the sa- 
loon, He appealed to the commission- 
ers on the grounds of what he consid- 
ered simple justice to permit him to 
continue the business. 

Commissioner Preuss moved that 
the matter be referred to the Chief for 
investigation, but the Chief stated 
that there was no necessity for further 
investigation, as he had found Schroe- 
der’s statements to be the truth. Then 
the Mayor suggested that.it would be 
necessary for Schroeder to file a reg- 
ular anvlication for a license with the 
Qhief. Commissioner Wyman stated 
that While he sympathized with 
Schroeder if his statement was true, 
still he insisted that the matter take 
its regular course. “If you will satisfy 
us that you are all right and that 
we will have no more Schmidt in that 
place I for one will net oppose your 
license, but this case is @ serious ‘one 
and TI do not believe in any undue 
haste in Settling it. You will have to 
file your application with the Chief 
and have it acted upon as anv other 
application,” said the commissioner 

Wehroeder wanted to know. if he 
mist close his place of business. To 
this the Mayor replied that he would 
have to confer with the Chief about* 
that, reminding him that he would 
have no license after November 30 
That was all the Satisfaction Schroe- 
der could get, and he departed, 


SELECTING THE SITES, 


Two City Roards Jointly Examining 
Engine-house Locations, 

The Board of Fire Commissioners 
and the Board of Public Works spent 
the entire afternoon yesterday in their 
| first work of trying to select from the. 

mass of bids for engine-house sites 
suitable places for the erection of the 
new engine houses Provided for under 
the recent bond act. Since the bids

Opened in the 
Council several weeks 


ago and re- 
hat to the two boards Several ef- 
orts, have been made to hold oint 
meetings, but it was not 


until yester- 
day afternoon that a quorum of hark 


boards got together 
Mathuss and Ashman 
Board of Public Works, and Com 
missioners Kuhrts and Sabichi the 
Board of Fire Commissioners ‘Chief 
of Fire Department Moore Was also in 
attendance. Counciman Mathuse was 
made chairman of the meeting. 
The abstract of the bids, prepared 
by the City Clerk was closely examined 
and it was decided that, inasmuch as 
some portions of the city now have 
ample fire protection, the two boards 
Will endeavor to ‘select locations for 
engine houses in the parts of.the city 
not so well protected, before taking up 
the matter of all the new engine 
houses to be erected. The several 
members had a number of suggestions 
to make as to what course they would 
follow and where they should begin 
on the work. A motion was adopted 
providing for the appointment of a 
committee of one member from each 
board -to investigate the several bids 
and to report the result of their find- 
ings to the general committee. Chair- 
man Mathuss appointed as that com- 
mittee Councilman Ashman and Com- 
missoiner Kuhrts. A general discus- 
sion followed as to what portions of 
the city first needed fire protection. 
It was finally decided that the engine 
houses provided for in the ‘Thira 
Fourth. Fifth and Seventh wards 
should be first located in order that the 
work of building the new houses 


nd 
rushed things through with a 8s d 


Half an hour before the session opened 


could be begun at once., In the other 
wards, while there are to be some new 
engine houses, there.is now provided 
sufficient fire protection to answer all 


purposes until the other wards are 
provided with engine houses. It is not 
the intention of the two boards to wait 
until the new. houses are erected, but 
thev will select the sites in the un- 
protected wards first. Chief Moore 
was appointed an ex-officio member 
of all committees. The committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the sites offered 
was instructed to report at a meeting 
to be held a week from today. 

After the adfournment of the meet- 
ing the committee accompanied by 
Councilman Mathuss visited number 
of places which had been offered in 
the Third Ward. Several precincts 
were gone over and the property bid 
upon was closely examined, and its 
adaptability for an site 
was discussed. The committee did not 
definitely decide upon any of the places 
offered, and will not until atl of them 
have been visited and a comparison 
made. 

One of the first of the proposed new 
engine houses which will be erected 
will be that in the vicinity of Seventh 
street and Union avenue. The neces- 
sity for the ‘establishment of a fire 
company ih that vicinity has been re= 
peatedly shown by costly fires in the 
fine residence section) surrounding 
Westlake Park. When this new house 
is built it will be equipped with a 
steamer, a combination hose wagon 
and chemical engine anda hook and 
ladder truck. 


ANOTHER LARGE APPORTIONMENT, 


Deginning of the Distribution of 
Money Paid as Taxes. 

City Auditor T. E. Nichols yesterday 

made an apportionment of $60,000 
among the several standing city funds 
from the money paid into the office of 
the Tax Collector during the past few 
days. This amount does not dispose 
of all the cash that has been received,’ 
to say nothing of the checks which 
were deposited there on the last day 
for the payment of the first installment 
of the city taxes. This apportionment 
will place all the fands on the credit 
side of the ledger, some of them hav- 
ing shown a deficit for more than two 
months. 
Although the payments of city taxes 
by persons residing here ceased on 
Monday, checks have been coming in 
ever since. Yesterday the _ receipts 
from this source was almost as large 
as the average daily collections for Oo- 
tober, and it is expected that this will 
continue for several days. All checks. 
mailed on Monday, the postmark. being 
the evidence of mailing, will be credited, 
without delinquency to. non-resident 
taxpayers. It will require several days 
to ascertain just what the amount of 
the total collections has been. 


The Hose Fight Today. 
At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners this mornnig it 
is expected that the commissioners 
will take up the bids which were re- 
ceived by the Council on Monday of 
last week for furnishing the city with 
6000 feet of fire hose. The commission 
did not take up this matter at its last 
meeting for the reason that the mem- 
bers desired to examine the records of 
the department with reference to hose, 
and to ascertain, if possible, what 
brand of hose had given -best satisfac- 
tion. Ever since the bids were re-, 
ceived a small army of hose agents has 
been loafing around the City Hall wait- 
ing for the action of the commission-* 
ers. This morning it is probable that. 
there will be a repetition of the fight 
for the contract, such as occurred a 
year ago. It-is almost certain that the 
contract will be divided among several 
of the bidders. 
The Board of Fire Commissioners will 
also consider the bid for the fifty new 
fire-alarm boxes, which was submitted 
to the Council Monday, but as a mis- 
take has been made in that bid, it will 
have to be withdrawn and the matter 
readvertised.

A FRIENDLY SUIT FOR PARTITION 
OF THE PROPERTY.

Mrs. Rosario Winston Admitted to 
the Trust by the Other Members 
of the Family—Terms of the 
Contract. 


An amicable suit in partition has 
been brought by members of the Brad- 
bury family against other of its mem- 
bers, and the large holdings of real es- 
tate will now be distributed. , 
The suit has been brought by John 
Bradbury individually, and also as 
trustee of the estate of his father, L. L. 
Bradbury, deceased; Rosario Winston, 
individually and as trustee, and Louisa 
Bradbury, against Simona M. Brad- 
bury, individually and as trustee, Min- 
nie Bradbury Polk, Isaac H. Polk, Si- 
mona Bradbury and Lewis Bradbury. 
The late L. L. Bradbury died at Oak- 
land on July 14, 1892,.and in his will 
his widow, his son John and Attorney 
John D. Bicknell were named as exec- 
utors and trustees. The trust provided 
for under the will began to run on the 
date of decedent’s death, and was to 
exist for twelve years. In December, 
1894, Attorney Bicknell resigned from 
his position as trustee, and at that 
time two-thirds of all.of the estate’re- 
maining in the hands of the executors 
was distributed to Mrs. Simona M. 
Bradbury and: her son, John Bradbury, 
as trustees, and the remaining one- 
third to Mrs. Bradbury individually. 
In May, 1895, Mrs. Rosario Winston 
qualified as trustee in place of Mr. 
Bicknell, resigned. 

In the will of the deceased, L. L. 
Bradbury, was the following clause: 
“There shall first be paid to John 


Bradbury, Simona Bradbury, Minnie 
Bradbury (now Minnie  Bradbury- 
Polk.)’ Louisa Bradbury and Lewis 


Bradbury en amount which, added to 
the sums heretofore advancedto such 
child, shall amount to $100,000, and the 
remainder of the property and assets 
remaining shall be equally divided be- 
tween the parties last above named, 
children of L. L. Bradbury, or the sur- 
vivors of them, with the conditions 
that if any one of the children of said 
. L. Bradbury, last above named, 
shall have died leaving children, the 
child. or children of such deceased 
chilé shall receive equally among them- 
selves the nortion that such deceased 
child of L. L. Bradbury would have 
received if living.” 

In September, 1894, by a contract en- 
tered into hy; the five Bradbury chi)- 
dren, Mrs. nston acquired an inter- 
est in the trust from which she had 
been excluded by the will. Under the 
will she got $25,000, but under the fain- 
ily contract the $500,000 provided for, in 
the clause of the will quoted was di- 
vided among the six children, Mrs. 
Winston beine included. The $25,000 
bequest was deducted from her share, 
however, and also $10,000, being the 
value of her home at Temple street 
and Bunter Hill avenue; and while 
the five children each agreed to accept 
$89,166.66 as their individual share, Mrs. 
Winston was to receive $54,166.66. There 
was. however, credited to her portion, 
$7975.28, being considered as her pro- 
portion of the improvements upon the 
Beale place. 

Lewis Bradbury is in minor over 14 
years of age, and Simona Bradbury is 
an incompetent, both of whom are 
without legal guardians, and these will 
have to be appointed by the court. 

Since the creation of the trust much 
valuable property has been acquired 


a 79-foot frontage on Broadway at the 
corner of First, upon which a large 
building has been erected, and other 
choice sites in the city. The itemized 
list of the property holdings in_the city 
includes a number of lots in the Mott, 
Blise, Brooklyn «and Woollen Mill 
tracts, and the list of outside lands 
comprises holdings in a number of 
ranchos in San Luis Obispo, Stockton, 
Oakland and San Francisco. 

The petitioners now pray for parti- 
tion of all this real property according 
to the rights of the respective parties, 
and that if a partition cannot be ef- 
fected without injury to those rights, 
then such premises may be sold and 
the proceeds applied to the general 
costs of the present action, the costs 
of reference, and that the residue be 
paid to the several owners in propor- 
tion to their interest. 


A MORTGAGE MANIPULATION, 


A Questign of Priority Decided by 
Judge Shaw. 

In the suit of Osburn against Ra- 
per et al, Judge Shaw handed down 
an opinion yesterday. The contest was 
in regard to the priority of the plain- 
tiff’s mortgage over another mortgage 
executed by the defendant, Raper, to 
the defendant, Harriet Lee. The first 
mortgage was dated April 6, 1896, and 
on that date was signed and acknowl- 
edged by Raper, but it was not deliv- 
ered to Osburn until April 15, 1896, nor 
recorded until April 18, 1896. The Lee 
mortgage bore the date of March 31, 
1896, and appeared to have been signed 
and acknowledged on that day and 
was recorded on April 13, 1896. 

“Upon the face of the record,” says 
the court, “the mortgage to Lee is 
paramount. To defeat this apparent 
priority the plaintiff alleges fraud. 
He claims that the mortgages were 
both given to: obtain a release of a 
mortgage on certain lands in Oregon, 
previously given by Raper to Osburn, 
in, which the defendant Frazier had 
an equitable interest; that Frazier 
had transferred his interest to Harriet 
Lee as his trustee to hold for his use, 
and subject to-his control and disposi- 
tion; that Frazier negotiated the 
trade in pursuance of which the mort- 
gage on the Oregon lands was released 
and the two mortgages in controversy 
executed; that the agreement was 
that Osburn should have a first mort- 
sage on the Los Angeles lot for the 
amount of about 50 per cent. of his 
interést in the,Oregon mortgage, and 
that Lee should take a second mort- 
gage on the same lot for her entire 
Claim; that Frazier fraudwently pro- 
cured the ecution of the Lee mort- 
sage, conte@led the fact of such exe- 
cution from Osburn, induced Osburn 
to take his mortgage by representing 
that it was a first mortgage, and 
caused the Lee mortgage to be first 
recorded, all for the purpose of secur- 
ing a priority over Osburn contrary 
to the agreement. 

“After considering the evidence 
there is no doubt in my mind that the 
allgations of the plaintiff are true. 
The. chief controversy is over = the 
question whether or not Frazier is 
the. real owner of the Lee mortgage, 
and Harriet Lee merely his agent, for 
the purpose of making it appear not 
to be his property. I am satisfied that 
this question should be answered in 
the: affirmative: Frazier’s method of 
testifying was such as to show that 
he was utterly unworthy of belief. 
“There is no difficult question of 
law involved. The pleadings are suffi- 
cient to entitle the plaintiff to the re- 
lief he asks. The. defendant Frazier, 
with the aid of Harriet Lee, and prob- 
ably with the connivance of Raper,’ 


attempted to perpetrate a fraud upon 


the geen and the evid 
amply sufficient to prove it, the plain- 
tiff should have a decree giving him 
priority over the claims of the de- 


fendants, and for the foreclosure of 
his mortgage.” 


OLD RAILRO AD TAXES. 


ence being 


Claim Arising Out of Riverside 


County Division. 
In the suit of San Diego. county 
against Riverside county to recover 
certain taxes paid by the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad‘ Company, upon. assess- 


‘ment by the State Board of Equaliza- 


tion for the years 1886-7, to the’ State 
Treasurer and by him to the defendant 
county, the Supreme -Court has ordered 
a reversal of the judgment with direc- 
tions. to dismiss the action. The suit 
was tried in this county on a change of 
venue. 

-The defendant interposed .a demurrer 
to the complaint which. was .overruled, 
and defendant declining to answer the 
plaintiff had judgment for $9104.65, from 
which the defendant appealed. The de- 
murrer challenged the jurisdiction of 
the court as to both the person of the 
defendant and the subject matter of 
the action, and the sufficiency of the 
facts alleged. 
The facts in connection with the or- 
ganization of Riverside county were 
in large part set out, but the Supreme 
Court points out that no explanation is 
given why the commissioners having 
the matter in hand at that time did not 
adjust and apportion the taxes for 
the years 1886 and 1887. “They did 
adjust the unpaid taxes for the years 
1880-85, inclusive, which had remained 
unpaid; and they evidently regarded, 
and properly,’’ says the court, 
matter of adjusting these taxes as com- 


-ing within the jurisdiction conferred 


upon the commissoiners by the act un- 
der which they were constituted. These 
“back taxes’’ were treated as formerly 
belonging to San Diego county; and if 
for some unexplained reason, the rail- 
road company paid the taxes to the 
counties for the years 1880-85, and re- 
frained at that time from paying for 
the years 1886-7, until reassessed under 
the act of 1893 (if su¢@lip be the fact,) we 
cannot see that the question as_ to 
whether the matter properly belonged 
to the commissioners to adjust was af- 
fected thereby. The claim against the 
company for these taxes may have been 
in “abeyance,” because some question 
arose as to the validity of the provi- 
sion of the act of the Legislature for 
the collection of said. taxes, as is al- 
lezged in the complaint, but it was a 
claim as much as was the claim for 
the back taxes of the other years, and 
was, we think, one of the matters con- 
fided to the commissioners for adjust- 
ment by the Legislattre. 

a ke The Legislature provided a 
board of commissioners to determine 
how these matters should be adjusted, 
and we think in such case the courts 
cannot be called upon-to perform its 
duties. From this view of the case it 
becomes unnecessary to pass upon the 
questions: When was the obligation to 
pay this tax incurred? Did San Diego 
county lose her right to this tax by 
the mere segregation of a portion of her 
territory? Did the act of March 11, 
189%, deprive her of the right ‘to receive 
this tax?

EVERETT’S GHOST. 


Another Suit Against the Defaulting 

Court Clerk’s Bondsmen. 

The ghost of W. W. Everett's pilfer- 
ings will not down. It is nearly two 
years since Everett, who was clerk of 
Justice Morrison’s court, levanted with 
nearly $3000 belonging to the city and 
private individuals. When the grand 
jury experts went over Everctt’s books 
a shortage of about $2800 was discov- 
ered on the face of his accounts.

More than six months prior to Ev- 
erett’s flight, Edelman’s barkeeper was 
arrested on the charge of violating the 
midnight-closing ordinance. Edelman 
put up $60 cash bail for his man. It. 
was during the time that the Rev. 
“Jab” Wilson and a coterie of other 
ministers of the gospel were trying to 
“Parkhurst” the city. 
rests were made’ for violations of the 
police ordinance, but only a few cases 
ever came to trial. The Edelman case 
was one of the many that were dis-. 
missed. 

Before Edelman got around to de- 
mand the refundment of his bail 
money, Everett had “skipped” with all 
the funds he could lay his hands on. 

When Edelman applied to Everett’s 


W. W. Stockwell, who, by the way, 
was one of FEverett’s unfortunate 
bondsmen, for his money, he was in- 
formed that the hooks showed that the 
money has already been returned. No 
receipt for the amount could be pro- 
duced, however, and Edelman makes 
affidavit that neither he nor any repre- 
sentative of his ever got the money.

EIP FOUND GUILTY. 


Obstructed the Street in Front of 
the Areade Depot.

BANK NOTR CIRCULATION. Re- 
cently at the annual meeting of the 
Pennsylvania Bankers’ Association, in 
the course of his address, the president, 
H. C. Parsons, president of the West 
Branch National Bank, of Williams- 
port, said this in reference to a basis 
for national bank note circulation: 

“On the question of the currency 
there is a great division of sentiment 
@mong the bankers in the matter of 
circulation, some favoring a continu- 
ance of the resent system, of circula- 
tion. secured by deposit of United 
States bonds, while. others maintain 
that the only currency adapted to the 
demands of business is that issued on 
the assets of the banks; but all agree 
that it should possess the two re- 
qguisites for a safe business medium, 
absolute security and elasticity, a se- 
curity of such a character that it will 
be good in the hands of the people, 
whether misfortune may overtake or 
dishonest men may wreck the issuing 
Dank; and so elastic that it will ex- 
pand or contract as the business ne- 
cessities of the country may demand. 
We may safely assume that the senti- 
ment of the country is decidedly ad- 
verse to the increase of the public debt 
for the purpose of furnishing a basis 
for bank circulation, and it may be 
equally asserted that ‘the banks are not 
desirous of purchasing bonds at a pre- 
mium for this purpose, as is evidenced 
hy the fact that, although the national 
banks are authorized to issue upward 
of $560,000,000 of circulation, the total 
amount ir circulation does not exceed 
$200.000.000. 
disosed to permit circulation to par of 
bonds, or to lessen the tax thereon; 
the people seem opposed to further 
bond issues for circulation: and the 
banks do nai seem to demand it, as is 
evidenced by the figures above quoted. 
@o that it would seem, if the policy 
of the nation favors the issue of circu- 
Jation through the medium of the 
banks, that we will be forced to adopt 
a system based on securing other than 
United States bonds.”

CITRUS-FRUIT MARKETS. By 
latest mail advices from New York 


fancy Valencia late oranges were sell- 
ing at $4.03, and choice at $3.21. 

Jamaica fruit was bringing $5 to $6 
per barrel. The Florida crop is said 
to be coloring well, owing to early 
frosts. It is being sent to market 
rapidly. The crop is the largest since 
the great freeze three years ago. It 
will be perhaps 400,000 boxes. The crop 
of Spanish oranges is now estimated 
at 6,000,000 cases. Lemons were down 
to $2.75 ta $3.25 per box. 

Speaking of prospects, 
Trade Journal says: 

“Without raising expectations above 
the normal point, orange-growers may 
look for favors from the shortage of 
the eastern Apple crop. The year 1896 
was the banner year for apple-growing, 
@nd the crop of 1897 fell but little be- 
low that of 1896. But the present out- 
put of apples is so far below the aver- 
@ge that it will amcnunt to a dearth 
of that favorite fruit in most markets. 
With two seasons of abnormal apple 
crop, it. will be interesting to notice 
the effect of the present shortage upon 
the price of aranges. There is no doubt 
the apple failure will enhance’ the 
walue of oranges, and allowing for all 
contingencies, there is reasonsto hope 
for ready sales and higher prices for 
our present crop. This probability is 
increased by the shartage in the or- 
ange crop itself, the yield now being es- 
timated at 3000 to 4000 carloads below 
“that of hast season.”

BALDWIN’S RANCH SHOOTING- 
SCRAPE VICTIM CRITICALLY ILL. 


Frank J. Polley’s Interesting Talk 
of His European Adventures 
During the War—City Trustees’ 
Meeting—Teachers’ Oonference. 
Brevities. 


PASADENA, Nov. 29.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Francisco Garcia, the victim of Sat- 
urday night’s shooting at Baldwin’s ranch, is 
in a critieal condition. Little care has been 
taken of his wound, and he is suffering se- 
werely, lying on a litter of rags, without suit- 
able dressing for his thigh, through which the 
ball passed. The officers say the riot was a 
relapse, on a small scale, of the Spanish- 
American war. The ill-feeling that had for a 
long timé existed between the native Mcx- 
icans in the vicinity and the young sons of 
American soil was stimulated by deep pota- 
tions into a rough-and-tumble fight, in which 


’ three or four shots were fired. 


The hearing of one of the prisoners, Acario 
Corona, who is accused of splitting open the 
head of Mrs. Garcia, will be held in Justice 
Merriam’s court Wednesday. Fifteen wit- 
nesses have been summoned. The story that 
these witnesses tell, however, does not in- 
criminate Corona. According to it, there are 
two women in the purlieus of Baldwin's ranch 
who maké a business of buying quantities of 
Hquor at the adjacent winery and peddling 
it out in their cabins Saturday night and 
Sunday. The broil started at one of these 
shanties Saturday night at 10 o’clock. Some- 
body called for music. They sent for Corona 
to play his. guitar for them.~ When he arrived 
on the scene he was too drunk to play, and.

They 
all pitched into him, and in the fracas he and 
Francisco Garcia. became pitted against each 
other. According to the report, he fired a re- 
volver three times, one shot passing through 
the thigh of Garcia. The row lasted till 4 
o'clock in the morning. It was long after the 
shooting that the women were battered with 
the policeman’s billy. It is in dispute whether 
Corrales or Corona made the last assault. 
Justice Merriam will. give a hearing to Cor- 
rales, who is accused of assault with a deadly 
weapon, on Thursday. He is a young fellow 
of about 24 years.

enjoyed. Prof. Polley was kept from visiting 
Spain by the war. He staid in Paris till that 
city became too hot for him, and then took 
refuge in England. He related many in- 
stances of insults and affronts put upon him 
in France. He was sneered at on the streets 
and in the stores. At the theaters they re- 
fused to sell him tickets. In Germany, during 
an exhibition of the biograph, he cheered 
when the American flag was thrown on the 
screen, and the crowd hissed him down. Af- 
ter he arrived in England, he was petted and 
patronized ad nauseam. It made him’ even 
more wrathy to be told that America was a 
good little hoy and that John Bull would see 
that no harm came to the boy than to be 
mocked in Paris. He said he believed that 
England’s sudden affection for us was <old- 
blooded expediency. He was glad to escape 
from such patronizing patting-on-the-back by 
going to the Netherlands, where he was sur- 
prised to find ill-feeling and ridicule for Amer- 
ica. He put to the painful necessity of kick- 
ing out of a hotel one Hollander who was 
maligning American sailors and _ fighters. 
Prof. Polley says he has nothing but con- 
tempt for the French national character, and 
no confidence in the stability of: French in- 
stitutions. ‘‘The French are our Aworst ene- 
mies abroad,’’ he said, ‘After we had Spain 


- whipped, France changed her tune for purely 


sordid reasons.’’ He believes Emperor Wil- 
liam is cracked and that Don Carlos is a ‘‘bad 
egg.’’ He credits President McKinley with 
having played very skillfully upon England’s 
fears an@ hopes in securing her moral sup- 
hp without pledging anything in return. 

e was convinced that this country lost. the 
sympathy of foreign nations at the start of 
the war chiefly on account of lack of diplo- 
matic polish and American neglect of tradi- 
tional forms, trivial in themselves. but big 
in the eyes of European peoples. The rude- 
ness of some Senators and the yellowness of 
some newspapers lost us friend. Prof. Polley 
emphasized the need of training American 
diplomats, and putting adepts rather than 
politicians in the consular service. He af- 
firmed that none of the consuls. could help 
him out of any of his troubles; none of the 
embassies could give him the information -he 
needed. After the address, which was warmly 
applauded, the annual election of officers took 
place. Rev. A. Moss Merwin was reélected 
President; W. A. Edwards, vice-president; H, 
H. Klamroth, secretary.

SANTA FE RAILROAD SECURING 
FREIGHT FOR NEW STEAMERS. 


Pittsburgh Will Furnish a Cargo a 
Month—Cotton and Steel Now on 
the Way—Death of A. J. 0’Conor. 
Normal School Ceremonies—Cor- 
onado Notes. 


SAN DIEGO, Nov, 29.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.} The California and Oriental 
Steamship Company is negotiating for three 
more steamers to run between San Diego 
and Hongkong. This will make a two weeks’ 
service. The promises and guarantees of 
freight are so much greater than was at 
first counted upon that the company is prac- 
tically assured of a profit from the sailing 
of the first steamer, which will be January 
15. The Santa Fé agents all through tne 
South and East are now at work securing 
freight. From Pittsburgh alone it is cx- 
pected that a cargo a month can be secured 
of iron and steel, machinery, gun material, 
armor, etc. 

Santa Fé officials announced at the Council 
meeting last night that there are now on the 
way here, or about to leave southern and 
eastern points, 140 carloads of cotton and 
1000 tons of steel, to make up part of the 
first cargo for the Orient. The cars will be 
sidetracked at Twenty-second street, and 
then brought up to the Santa Fé wharf as 
needed in loading the steamer. The cars 
filled by cargo from the steamer will be 
sent down the tracks to be laid along At- 
lantic street. The company’s application for 
a franchise for these tracks was favorably 
considered by the Council, and permission 
given to begin work at once. 

A party of railroad engineers arrived to- 
day to set the grade stakes for the building 
of switches. Three miles of track will be 
laid. Part of this will be entirely new road- 
bed, to be graded by contract. Work on the 
large warehouse on the Santa Fé wharf is to 
begin next Monday morning.

SAN PEDRO. 


Waiting to Learn Location For 
Building Rock Barges. 

SAN PEDRO, Nov, 27.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] People of this city are waiting 
anxiously to learn whether the barges for 
carrying the breakwater rock are to be built 
here or clsewhere. The decision is expected 
daily. Superintendent Anunsen, it is under- 
stood, has recommended that the construc- 
tion be at this place, but it is for the con- 
tractors themselves to say where it shall be. 
The decision as to where the tugs for towing 
the barges are to be buitt is somewhat more 
remote, but San Pedro’s chances as an ap- 
plicant for the location are looked upon as 
fair. A number of manufacturers have been 
invited to bid on furnishing the machinery 
for the tugs, and, as each naturally wants 
to make his proposal as low as possible in 
the hope of underbidding his rivals, a good 
deal of time is being consumed in making 
estimates of cost. The award of contract for 
furnishing machinery for the tugs will have 
an important bearing on the question of lo- 
cation for building them. The men now at 
work on Clemente Island are driving tunnels 
indirectly away from the ocean. At present 
they are working through broken rock and 
dirt such as has for ages been caving down 
a high bank, Further in the tunnels, of 
which several are being bored, will pene- 
trate the solid rock. Then it may be neéces- 
sary to fire some small blasts to work the 
way inward. When the tunnels are bored 
far enough they will be perpendicularly about 
150 feet below the surface. The rock at that

blasts fired from those tunnels than by ex- 
plosives introguced in holes drilled from the 
upper surface. The plan of breakwater pro- 
tection for the barges when being loaded 
with rock has not been fully determined. 
It is intended to use for that work the smal) 
fragments of rock which. may be gathered 
after the blasts are fired, and which would 
not be suitable for the government break- 
water. The derrick barge which the tug 
Hercules brought down from Coos Bay will 
be used for the Clemente breakwater work, 
and afterward, when the rock on the govern. 
ment breakwater site has been piled up too 
high for the self-dumping barges, the der- 
rick barge will be used to lift the big pieces 
onto the upper part of the sea wall. It is 
probable that at Clemente Island only one 
set of land derricks will be required. That 
is, it is expected that a single derrick may 
pick the big pieces of rock up from the 
quarry and swing them around over and 
down onto a barge. A number of such der. 
ricks will be required along the shore, and 
each of them will be capable of swinging rock 
over a diameter of about 175 feet. Should the 
quarry work extend further from the shore 
than is anticipated a secondary set of der- 
ricks may be set up along the quarry and 
each of them may be connected with its cor- 
responding shore derrick by a tramway. 

The location of the quarries is on the north 
east side of Clemente Island at no great dis- 
tance from the northwesterly end. 

The tug Hercules which will be employed 
by the contractors is lying at one of the 
inner Harbor docks making some minor re- 
pairs. One of the Banning lighters is being 
— with lumber for use at Clemente Isl- 
and. 

FAST PLEASURE CRAFT. 

The pleasure craft which J. C. Elliott is 
constructig on Terminal Island is nearly 
ready for launching. The'little vessel is be- 
ing built not only for speed, but for luxurious 
accommodations as well. The keelson, the 
ribs and the skin on the inside have been 
painted with crude oil from the Los An- 
geles oil wells. A number of cylindrical 
water tanks, all connected with piping, are 
being placed close to the bottom, and from 
them a pipe will lead to a faucet above. 
Connected. with the engine used to propel the 
boat will be an air yu which will compress 
air for the whistle. From the same com- 
pressed air supply will run a pipe to the 
water tanks and water will thereby be con- 
stantly under pressure. A hand air pump 
may be used when the engine is not used for 
a long period. Over 500 gallons of gasoline 
will be carried in a tank fitted up in the 
bow. The propeller shaft and fittings will 
arrive in a few days. The blades will work 
in a diameter of fifty-four inches. More 
than 500 pounds of brass will be used in the 
rudder, shoe and stem band. There will be 
a dynamo which will be operated occasion- 
ally to charge a storage battery from which 
will be supplied current for twenty-five in. 

The boat will be ballasted 
with cement, and will be housed over so that 
she-may stand a heavy storm.

DURGLAR HANCOCK RECEIVES A 
TEN-YEARS’ SENTENCE. 


Charles Knox Pleads Gaullty to the 
Charge of Burgiary and is Given 
Eighteen Months Along With 
His Partner—Schoolboy Mangled 
by Car Wheels. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 29. — [Regular Corre 
spondence.] John Hancock, the alleged Ne- 
vada double murderer, stood up in the Su- 
perior Court room this morning, with a smile 
on his face, and@ received a sentence of ten 
years in San Quentin for the crime of bur- 
glary, to which he had just pleaded guilty. 
This is hig second conviction for burglary. 

Hancock and Charles Knox, the man who 
operated with him in the chicken-stealing 
business in Orange county three years ago, 
were taken before Judge Ballard to be ar- 
raigned on the charge of robbing the barn of 
O. S. Devoe, in December, 1895. They stole 
a number of articles from the barn and car- 
ried them to Santa Ana, where they disposed 
of them at a second-hand store. Hancock 
and Knox were examined ano held over for 
trial by Justice of the Peace Johnson of Ful- 
lerton several days ago. Both pleaded guilty 
and waived time for sentence. The Judge, 
after explaining to Hancock that he cculd not 
give him less than ten years, as he had 
against him a prior conviction for the same 
offense, sentenced him to serve ten years in 
San Quentin. Hancock took his sentence 
with a smile of satisfaction on his face, re- 
marking that he would have a home for a 
long time and plenty to eat. Knox was given 
a sentence of eighteen months in the same 
penitentiary. Hancock's answers to the Judge 
were clear and distinct, and in his voice, at 
least, he did not betray a sign of nervous- 
ness. Knox, who was thinly clad, shivered 
after leaving his blanket in the cold jail, and 
his voice trembled as much from that as from 
anything else. He rece'ved h's sentence good- 
humoredly. He and Hancock joked with one 
another after the Judge ha retired from the 
courtroom. They figured up the time they 
would have to serve with good-behavior de- 
ductions. When Knox attempted to jeer Han- 
cock by telling him that he would be cut first, 
Hancock got back at him by saying that he 
would be out and free before he got through 
serving time on convictions he would receive 


for burglaries committed since he stole chick-. 


ens in Orange county. 

Knox has been out of prison only since Feb- 
ruary, having been sent up for a year on a 
conviction of burgiary from Riverside county, 
a crime committed since he left Orange 
county. Had it been before, he would have 
received the same kind of a sentence Hancock 
got, on prior conviction. 

Deputy Sheriff N. A. Ulm Geparted on the 
afternoon train for San Quentin with the 
prisoners. 

John Hancock still denies that he is the 
murderer of Dr. Engelke and Pete Edmiston. 
He admitted, however, that he left Pahrump 
ranch in company with two men, traveling 
with them two days, when they took roads 
leading in opposite Girections. He says he 
did not know what their names were, but they 
were not Engelke nor Edmiston. He claims 
the story of their murder is only a tale ¢on- 
cocted by the woman who was with him then, 
so that she could get him out off the way to 
marry Gross, her present husband. 

MANGLED BY WHEELS. 

Oscar Davis, a fourteen-year-old boy, was 
killed in a horrible manner in the Southern 
California freight yards this afternoon. He 
was caught under the wheels of a freight 
train and his body mangled beyond recogni- 
tion. The boy, in company with several 
schoolmates, instead of going to schooly went 
to the depot to steal a ride. In attempting to 
crawl upon a brake beam on a freight car he 
was dragged under the whecls. His legs were 
cut off, and as he loosened his hold from the 
rods under the car his body fell lengthwise 
on the track. The wheels passed over the 
trunk. completely disemboweling the boy, and 
crushing his head so that it no longer resem- 
bled that of a human being. The body was 
caught by the wheels and dragged several 
yards. The corpse was picked up and carried 


-to an undertaking establishment. where it 


remained until identified by an older brother.

quest will be held tomorrow.

WANTS HISSWEETHEART 


LOVELORN JAP UNnOSONS HIMSELF 
IN THE POLICE COURT. 


Thought the Jndahs Were Running 
a Biaff on Him When They De- 


nied That His Sweet Marie Was 
at Their House. 


Y. Kubota, the romantic Japanese 
who haunted the premises of E. G. 
Judah on Park View avenue because 
he imagined that a young woman in 
whom he was interésted was concealed 
there, was tried for disturbing the 
peace, in the Police Court yesterday. 

Mr. and Mrs. Judah and the latter’s 
mother, Mrs. J. E. Howard, all testi- 
fled to the forlorn lover's persistent 
spying on their house for the last three 
weeks, in spite of the fact that he was 
granted an interview with Miss Mary 
L. Howard, to convince him that she 
was not the maid who captured his 
heart while he was attending school at 
Healdsburg. They said they did every- 
thing in their poWer to disabuse tne 
lovelori: oriental of the delusion that 
the Miss Howard he knew was a 
dweller in their domicile. He admitted. 
that Mrs. Judah's invalid sister, who 
was introduced to him in order to sat- 
isfy his curiosity, was not the girl he 
was looking for, but this did not <on- 
vince hir: that the girl he longed to see 
was not a member of the Judah house- 
hold. He insisted that he had a 
glimpse of the real Mary Howard 
through a window of Mrs. Judah's bed- 
chamber one night. He hung around 
the place in the hope of getting a 
more satisfactory view of her. 

Park Policeman Wilson testified that 
he had, at Mr. Judah's request, warned 
the Japanese to keep away, but he 
persisted in prying around the neigh- 
evening he again 

on e scene, 

Yubota, who its a respectable-look- 
ing and well-educated Japanese, has an 
impediment in his speech, which made 
it difficult for him to tell the court his 
Side of the story. He succeeded in 
making himself understood, ‘however, 
and made a very frank statement of the 
whole business. He began by admitting 
that what the witnesses for the prose- 
cution had stated was practically true. 
He did. go to the Judah home, of its 
vicinity five times, lookirg for a Miss 
Mary L. Howard for whom he had 
formed a strong attachment while at- 
tending school at Healdsburg. He had 
lost track of her more than a year ago. 
He was determined to find her if he 
could, so when he came to Los Angeles 
some weeks ago, for the benefit of his 
health. he consulted the city directory, 
and therein found the address of Miss 
Mary L. Howard. He felt convinced 
that it must be his own long-lost Mary, 
so he presented himself at the Judah 
residence and requested to see her. 
The family received him courteously 
enough, but he could not believe their 
protestations that the lady he sought 
was not there. He suspected that they 
were palming off another person on 
him, and had some reason for conceal- 
ing the real Miss Howard, so he deter- 
mined to keep his eyes open in the 
hope that he might be rewarded with 
a view of her lovely form. He did not 
have his glasses with him the night 
he thought he saw her through the 
window, and was, therefore, not cer- 
tain it was she, so he watched for a 
more favorable opportunity when he 
might be enabled to see her distinctly, 
and set all doubts at rest. After being 
warned by the officer, he did not go 
near the house again. When arrested 
last Sunday evening he was merely 
walking around the park enjoying the 
beautiful scenery and musing on the 
charms of his lost California sweet- 
heart. 

Although the Japanese showed -no 
signs of malice, the court felt obliged 
to hold him technically guilty. Sen- 
tence was postponed till today, when 
he will probably be released on his 
promise to keep away from the Judah 
family in the future, and not annoy 
them any further by assuming that 
his sweet Marie is under their roof.

LAST OF THE ROSICRUCIANS. 


Life Spent Secking Philosopher's 
Stone—An Elixir of tAfe. 


[New York Sun:] The pre-Faraday 
school of chemistry, the chemistry of 
the elixir of life and the philosopher's 
Stone. in whose strange nomenclature 
metals were known by such uncouth 
names as the “Red Lion,” the “Green 
Serpent.” “the Blue Dragon,” and in- 
vested with mysterious, inexplicable 
properties. has recently lost one of 
its last, if not its very last, genuine 
disciple, 

His name was George Knox, and he 
died the other day in London at the 
age of somewhere about 90 years. For 
the last thirty years he had lived in 
the quarter of the city known as St. 
John's Wood, the last place where one 
would expect to find a philosopher. 

The old gentleman, however, knew 
nothing of the ways of his neighbors, 
and they knew as littie of him. Though 
a cheerful old man, and exceedingly ac- 
tive for his years, he lived the life of 
a hermit. his whole energies being bent 
on the task of resolving the chemical 
problems of the middie ages, 

Mr. Knox used to call himself the 
“‘jast of the Rosicrucians,” and the 
chief obtfects of his pursuit were the 
elixir of life and the  philosopher’s 
stone. Three small fortunes he had 
had left to him at different periods of 
his life and the whole of two of them 
and the greater part of the third went 
into the crucible and the mortar. 

When a young man he had traveled 
ail over the East, camping with 
BRedouins and hobnobbing with Brah- 
mins and Tartars, seeking information 
concernime the recondite and ocult 

The latter half of his life was spent 
in endeavoring to apply the informae- 
tion thus gained. One fortune went tn 
the makine of a few small rubies and 
a commercially valueless diamond. The 
elixir of life swallowed up the second. 
Among other processes’ this latter 
chimera involved the boiling of @ 
liauid in a erucible for three years. 

Up till the day of his death he bee 
lieved that he had discovered, if not 
the veritable elixir, at least something 
approximating to it, and to the close 
he attributed his health and longevity 
to his concoction. 

The result of some of the experiments 
he made with the elixir before he per- 
fected it. were curious. It killed hig 
favorite eat and took all the lubriea- 
tion out of his own joints, so that for 
several days he went about creaking 
like a gate with rusty hinges. 


Hall Caine says in a Boston interé- 
view: “I have read criticisms on my- 
self for having uttered opinions of my 
own work, ‘The Christian,’ whereas 
really I have maintained an absolute 
silence, I have never given my views 
‘on the subject, nor can I do so con- 
sistently.”’
